JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 

Our advices by the present P. and O. mail extend to the 25th 
June, but by the Pacific mail we have twelve days later news, 
viz., tothe 8th July ; the French mail of May 9 arrived out on the 
24th, and the following P. and O. mail of May 16 on the 30th 
June. The Japan Mail gives the following items of news :— 

It has been intimated that it is intended to open the country 
to foreign intercourse on the return of the leaders of the Embassy 
from Europe, without reference to the approaching revision of 
the treaties, We believe that this report rests upon exceedingly 
slender foundations, especially as a notification has been issued 
by the Government to the effect that all Japanese desirous of 
engaging foreigners, whether as teachers or in any other capacity, 
must first obtain the permission of the local authorities, and even 
when such permission has been granted! passports must be ob- 
tained before the foreigner can go into the country. 

poe pig ais has issued aneeectaons to the head men of 
the districts o 0, pointing out the necessity for ulgati 
such changes as may etaade in the laws from duno torte 
The Government attributes the recent rising in the South to the 
negligence of the local authorities in this respect. 

A protocol has been signed by the Ministers of Japan and 
Peru, agreeing to refer the Maria Luz case to an arbitrator, the 
chief of some friendly State.

We hear of the wreck of a Japanese junk, with the loss of 
twenty-three out of twenty-four lives. No particulars are given, 
except that the junk was caught in a severe storm. 

The Ozaka Harbour scheme, one of the most unpopular 
measures initiated in this country, has been wisely abandoned by 
the authorities. 

The outer moats of the Castle at Yedo are about to be filled up 
to the road level. The gates are also in course of removal. 

Vice-Admiral Shadwell, Colonel Richards, R.M., and Captain 
Arthur, R.N., commanding the Jron Duke, have been presented 
to the Mikado by Sir H. Parkes. Admiral Shadwell subsequently 
presented several officers of his staff. 

The fourth of July was celebrated here with appropriate re- 
§oicinzs among the American residents, and salutes were fired by 
the men-of-war of all nationalities in harbour. 

The weather has been unusually cool during the past fortnight, 
and large quantities of rain have fallen. 

The Kioto Exhibition was closed finally on the 14th June. 


REBELLION AGAINST THE GOVERNMENT. 


Information has been received of the breaking out in the 
neighbourhood of Fukuoka, in Chikuzen, of a riot, which would 
seem to be of more formidable proportions than many of the 
émeutes which take place from time to time in different parts of 
the Empire. The origin of the outbreak is attributed to a dispute 
which arose between the farmers at a town called Tszutz-no and 
the merchants connected with the branch of a Shosha Company 
established there. The latter were using fires at night time on 
the tops of the hills for the purpose of telegraphing the price of 
yiee, and this the superstitious farmers thought would excite the 
anger of their rain-god, and that he would in consequence not 
send rain for the crops. Some 1,600 farmers in that district 
went on the 16th June to the members of the Shosha and asked 
them to desist from this practice, but on the latter refusing to do so 
the farmers began to destroy their housea, aud the houses of some 
fifty other wealthy people. On the following day the number of 
rebels had iced 1 4,000, and on that day fourteen houses 
were destroyed in the villages of Koyanushe and Kura-saki. 
Two Government officials, both Tengi, went with fifty troops to 
pacify the rebels, but not succeeding, the troops fired blank car- 
tridge and the rebels fled. Between the 17th and 20th June 
their numbers had been enormously increased by their forcing re- 
cruits into their service, and killing those who refused to join in 
the outbreak. The adoption of this policy of coercion had the 
desired effect, for the number of the rioters rapidly increased, 
and in a short time the number of these furious men reached up- 
wards of one hundred thousand, all of whom were armed either 
with swords or bamboo spears, &c. The rising has thus reached 
proportions scarcely anticipated, and has undoubtedly become 
one of a very serious character. On the 2list June the rebels 
made their first attack on the Government offices of the district, 
and killed the majority of the local officers, 

Further advices from the disturbed locality state the number 
of rebels to be 130,000 men, consisting chiefly of the agricultyyal 
class, who have been joined by large numbers of men formerly 
employed as Yakonins under the old Government, many of whom 
are in desperate circumstances. It is supposed that these latter 
are the instigators of the outbreak, and it is rumoured that they 
are not the only ones implicated in the affair, but that it is 
‘enco by several officers of high rank, and amongst others 
the former Karos of both Chikuzen and Kokura are named. 
Two of the Kencho officers at Kokura have been killed, and 
another officer who just managed to escape with his life reached 
Saga covered with spear Soande Three other officers tled from 

uoka, intending to make their way to Suga, but as they have 
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not since been heard of it is feared they have also been seized 
and slaughtered. The Governor’s house at Fukuoka and all the 
Government buildings throughout the districts in rebellion have 
been set on fire and completely destroyed, and all the licensed 

unpowder stores in the province have been taken possession of. 

e rabble have, as ho 9 vented their unthinking fury on the 
establishments of the rice and saki merchants, and many of 
these have been looted, or have had their contents destroyed. 
The proprietor of the largest saki establishment in Hakata has 
been killed. 

A large body of Government from Kumamoto had 
reached Saga on the 26th June, on their way to the scene of the 
rebellion, but tne latest advices are to the effect that the troopa 
have been severely routed by the insurgents, who have issued a 
declaration of the only conditions upon which they will lay 
down their arms, which are as follows :— : 

1st.—A return to the old han, restoring to the Daimios their lands 
and incomes. 2nd.—That the officers of the district shall be appointed 
from among the ichabitanta of the district, not from a distant ken. 
3rd.—That the incomes and all property of the Samurai shall be 
returned. 4th.—That the taxes shall be reduced by one-half for the 
space of three yeara. 5th.—That the Government shall cone ne 
down the trees in the surrounding district. 6th.—A return to the ol 
Japanese calendar. 


NAGASAKI. 
(FROM & CORRESPONDENT.) 
Nagasak1, JuLy 2, 1873. 

My last was dated the 14th ult., and on the 30th idem the 
French mail arrived, bringing dates from London down to the 
9th May ; but, as usual, telegrams had been previously received, 
aud have taken off much of the interest newspapers used to have 
formerly. The interval has been marked by a rebellion break- 
ing out in Chikuzen, Kokura, and other places lying some sixty 
miles or so northwards of this port. Various reasons to account 
for its origin are given, and they perhaps all have some little 
foundation, but do not exactly hit the mark, though they one 
and all agree in attributing the disturbances to the influence and 
even the open action of the disbanded Samouri, who are now no 
longer able to lead the life of luxurious idleness they did formerly. 
In this country it is very difficult to trace any rumour to its 
source, and bence the reason why anything more than disconnected 
bits of information never can be obtained at Nagasaki, and it is 
not unlikely that very little further particulars will be heard of 
the rea troubles until executions take place by the dozen. 
Much dissatisfaction is known to exist amongst the population 
of Japan, and no little of this feeling has been ca by the 
continual changes ordered by the authorities, and the obnoxious 
manner in which the ple have been forced into making 
them. The export ce rice now entirely monopolised by 
the Government, who are reported to have sent it out 
of the country, and even sold it at a loss, has also furnished 
the lower and uneducated classes with materials for bitter com- 
plains, and this has been greatly increased by the people more 

eenly feeling its action by rice rising in price owing to an almost 
unprecedented drought in this neighbourhood this year. At 
whose door lies such a political mistake as this rice question I 
believe no foreigner has ever been able to discover ; one thing, 
however, is certain—a continuance of the monopoly must periodi- 
cally render this country liable to the deplorable outbreaks of the 
character as those recently recorded if rice lie at the root of the 
disturbances, as some seem to think. As freedom of thought 
becomes more extended popular feeling will increase proportion- 
ately and be a source of trouble to the Government, unless 
continually checked by very harsh measures scarcely befitting 
ann of the present day. A few particulars relating to the re- 
bellion oper in the columns of the Nagasaki Express, but I 
observe that no attempt is made by that journal to attribute the 
origin to any particular cause. Perhaps in the absence of being 
able to give the real cause it is better left alone. 

Business at this place appears to have come to nearly a stand- 
still, but whether this is caused by the disturbing influence of 
affairs in the neighbourhood or by the forthcoming revision of 
the treaties is by no means clear, as the dullness has now been 
of long duration. We hear no noisy babel in the tea-firing 
establishments, no noisy coolies carting away imports into the 
native town ; and, indeed, the quietude into which we have re- 
lapsed forms a very unpleasant reminiscence of the bygone days 
of some three years ago. 

The wet days of June have been few and far between, but 
July has come in wet; last evening and up to the moment of 
writing there has been a steady downfall of rain, so much needed 
by the rice crops. 

Visits from men-of-war have been few recently—the Russian 
despatch-boat Gornostay, now on the patent slip undergoing 
repairs, the crew of which is now located at Juasa, being the 
only one in port. It is somewhat remarkable that the Vitiuy and 
Bogatyr both should leave this port for Yokohama on the day 
the news reached this place reporting a considerable increase in 
the insurrection both in Chikuzen and Kokura. American and 
British war-vessels are conspicuous by their absence—the attrac- 
tion of Shanghai has secured the presence of no leas than seven 
of the former and two of the latter nationality, but here we have 
none, although troubles are in places at no great distance away. 
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The Pacific Mail steamer from Yokohama and Hiogo, due on 
the evening of the 30th ultimo, or, at the latest yesterday morn- 
ing, has nop yet arrived here. 

ative coin maintains a steadiness quite noticeable. The 
quotation for gold yen for some little time past has been 102} 
buying, and 1023 selling (foreigners to natives), against Mexican 
dollars of new mintage. Exchange on London, nominal. No 
vessel is at present loading for London, the steamer Temot having 
cleared off all the cargo, and left last night for her destination, 
vid.

PEKING AND TIENTSIN. 
A correspondent of the North China Herald writes as fol- 
ows :— 

The Foreign Ministers have arranged all the points of the 
Audience Question with the chiefs of the Chinese Foreign-office, 
and the latter have memorialised the Emperor, praying that his 
Majesty would be pleased to grant the Foreign Ministers au- 
diences as laid down in the regulations which had been dis- 
cussed and agreed-upon. In the Peking Gucette of the 14th June, 
1873 (the 20th day, 5th moon, and 12th year of the reign of his 
Majesty Tung-chih), is an Imperial decree to the following 
effect :—“ The Tsung-li Yamén having presented a memorial to 
the effect that the envoys of foreign nations residing in the capi- 
tal have urgently requested that they may have an audience 
to present letters from their Governments, we command that fo- 
reign envoys residing in the capital who have brought letters 
from their Governments to deliver be admitted to audience.” 


The latest reports from Peking say the audience had been : 


fixed for the 1st of the Chinese moon—the 25th June—so we 
are expecting every day to hear of the event. The Emperor 
went to the fansreie on the 20th June, spent the night there, 
and was to go to the Temple of Earth to worship (on the occa- 
sion of the summer solstice) on the 2Ist. I hear the audience is 
to take place outside the palace, in a temple by the side of the 
lakes to the west of the Marble Bridge, where the Coreans, Loo- 
chooans, and Mongols are received at the New Year. The

The 28th June being the 35th anniversary of the coronation 
(and 36th year of the reign) of Her Majesty Queen Victoria, the

Mr. Hiiber goes from Chinkiang to 
Tientsin, and Mr. Novion takes the post of Acting-Commissioner 
at Chinkiang. Mr. H. O. Brown, of Canton, goes to Takow. 

We mentioned some time ago that a number of Chinese had 
petitioned to have the opium taverns in the Settlement closed, 
and that their wish had been actedon. The memorialists waited 
on Mr. Bradford, U.S. Vice-Consul-General, on the 24th June, 
and in acknowledgment of his exertions to influence the accom- 
plishment of their object presented him with a handsome scroll 
of fine vermillion dyed cloth, on which were inscribed, in colossal 
gold Ictters, characters expressive of the highest. respect and the 
warmest good wishes. Another gift was the Wan-ming-san, or 
official umbrella of state ; an immense red cloth umbrella, with 
a fringe of lighter red cloth more than a yard deep, round which 
are embroidered in gold the names of the donors, the merits of 
the donee, quotations from the classics, &c., making altogether 
between 1,000 and 2,000 characters. This is the popular gift 
most coveted by Chinese mandarins, as it is expressive of the 
highest regard of the people. 

A similar votive umbrella was offered to the British and 
French Consuls, in acknowledgment of their interference. The

Trade in imports remains in a very deplorable condition, owing 
to the Shanse and other inland traders having gone this year to 
Hankow and Chinkiang to lay in their stocks of foreign imports. 
There are no Lekimn taxes on the routes from Hankow and Chin- 
kiang, whereas those taxes in this province, levied since 1870 to 
support the soldiers of the Southern Legion stationed in Chibli, 
are very oppressive. 

The water in the Peiho has risen considerably, as if the snow 
and ice in the mountainous regions had melted and caused a 
ba i volume of water to descend. The summer rains are now 
influencing the streams, judging from the muddiness of the water. 
The weather is hot during the daytime, but at night we have it 
agreeably cool. [Both amongst foreigners and Chinese here a

Maser) rapidly. Part of the material for laying the approach 

rom the Bund through the foot of the Public Garden has been 
brought on the ground, while the walls which are to define the 
road will soon be ready for their superincumbent railing.- The 
floor planking of the bridge has been in part laid on the Hongkew 
side, to facilitate the operations of the workmen and the convey- 
ance of material, but a gap still remains at the Shanghai side, 
which will be bridged in a day or two. We may hope to be per- 
mitted to use the structure to some extent in the course of a 
fortnight. The opening of the approach shows how great the 
advantage of the new route will be in bringing the two Settle- 
ments into more intimate connection. Even compared with the 
site of the old bridge it is a great improvement ; and the change 
to it from the circuitous and uncomfortable ferry will be all the 
more pleasant.

reciated. Mr. Pauncefort intends, we believe, to start for 

ingpo, and afterwards to journey northwards to Tientsin and 
Peking. Sir Edmund and Lady Hornby have left Shanghai on 
a visit to Chefoo. 

Trinity Church, which has recently been closed for repairs, is 
to be reopened on the 6th July. The opportunity has also been 
taken advantage of to restore, in accordance with a generally 
expressed desire, the memorial tablets taken from the old church, 
which have lain perdus in the old mortuary chapel at the ceme- 
tery. 

The Afnerican steamer Ping-on is about to be placed in Boyd 
and Co.’s dock, in order to be lengthened, and her boilers have 
been removed as a preliminary. She is to be made some thirty 
feet longer, which should give the desideratum of liberal carry- 
ing capacity sought for in vessels now engaged in the coast and 
river trade of China. The experiment has answered so well in 
some previous instances that it is not surprising to find it re- 
peated. We hear that the Vanzing is likely to undergo a similar 
alteration. 

The 4th July being the anniversary of the Declaration of In- 
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dependence by the United States was celebrated with the usual 
rejoicings. Salutes were fired, flags flown, and a reception was 
held in the afternoon on board the U.S. flagship Hartford. 

After a lull we have had rather a lively period of amusements. 
Lewis's Australian Dramatic Company have been performing 
nightly, with success, though the weather is too warm for the 
comfort of audiences. The Wind Instrument Society have re- 
commenced their summer performances in the Public Garden. 

A match at Base Ball has been played between the offi- 
cers of the U.S. flag-ship Hartford and the rest of the officers 
of the fleet, and resulted in favour of the latter byone run, A 
match between nine of the U. S. fleet and nine Shanghai 
paves was announced, but did not come of. The Shanghaites 
could not select a good nine in time, and brought up only a 
scratch crew, whom the fleet beat easily. 

The TJungsha lightship has been brought in for repaira. 
Though her hull is as yet sound and watertight, her last two 
years’ service has not left her unscathed ; only lately the bul- 
warks for several feet along her port side were damaged by a 
collision during a fog ; and before the Tungsha is again sent out 
on service she will, we understand, be docked and thoroughly 
repaired. Her place is temporarily taken by the spare light- 
vessel, which, it is announced, will show a similar light, but will 
in case of fog sound a bell instead of the fog-horn. 

Another item-has been added to the sad list of fatalities on ! 
the river this year, in the accidental death of George Capper, of | 
the steamer Glenroy, who while attaching a rope toa buoy fell 
into the river, and was immediately drawn under by the current. 
His body has been recovered. 

Some valuable notes have been taken by Mr. Edkins during 
his recent overland journey from Peking, on the extent of opium 
cultivation and opium smoking in the districts through which 
he passed, and also on the common life of the people in Shantung. 

A proclamation has been issued by the Provincial Treasurer of 
Huveh, condemning the practice of killing female children. To | 
judge from the proclamation, the practice would seem to be ter- 
ribly prevalent. 

The peasants about Chinkiang are complaining of drought. 
Not half of the rice could be transplanted her want of water to 
irrigate the fields, and half of that which is transplanted is 
withering. Unless matters mend very quickly, the process which 

roved so remunerative to shipping a few years ago is likely to 
be sadly reversed, Chinkiang will have to import rice instead 
of exporting it. In any case the losses to the agriculturist must 
be great. The Land Regulations adopted at a recent meeting of 
Chinkiang land renters have been sanctioned by his Majesty’s 
Minister, and are declared in force. 

From Ningpo we hear of the revival of Water Drill among the 
native troops. The men are supposed to launch themselves in 
somne mysterious way on bamboo floats, brandish weapons, and 
howl violently at some unfortunate boat which is the object of 
attack, and which they could hardly capture if it lay still and its 
crew were armed with bows and arrows—so necessarily cumbered 
and awkward are the movements of the boarders. It may be 
judged therefore how useful the drill will be in these days of 

reech-loaders and steam-launches. Always the same tale, striving 
back towards the obsolete usages of the past, instead of striving 
to keep oP with the present. 

The following items of intelligence are from the Shanghai 
Courter :— 

The meeting of the Ratepayers French Municipality for the 
consideration and paasing of the ae Budget for the year 
1873-74 took place on the 25th June. There were present—Dr. 
Galle, chairman of the Council ; F. B. Forbes, Esq., vice-chair- 
man ; Rev. Pere Ameri, L. H. Stoddard, and T. R. Wheelock, 
Esqs., members of Council ; and M. Sayn, secretary. It will be 
noted that these are the permanent members of the Council for 
1872-73, who have been requested by the Consul for France to 
continue to exercise their functions till the protest taken by some 
of the electors against the election of M. Leroy to serve on the 
Council for 1873-74 has been adjudicated on at Peking. These 
and the representatives of the press were alone present. After 
waiting till 4 p.m., and no others appearing, Dr. Galle took the 
chair. The Vice-Chairman proposed, and it was agreed, that the 
accounts and budget, as printed, be taken as read. It was then 
proposed by the Chairman, and seconded by the Vice-Chairman, 
that the Budget for 1873-74 be passed, which was agreed to, 

We learn with regret of the death of our recent fellow- 
resident and member of our Municipal Council, Mr. W. H. 
Condit. He left here in January last, suffering from a diseased 
liver, and travelling homeward through India, rested in Italy 
till he should be able to cross the Atlantic in genial weather. 

His unostentatious usefulness and kind gentle manners will not 
svon be forgotten. 

We observe that the Sir Lancelot is the first of the tea clippers 
to hoist the Blue Peter this year. She will be followed in a day 
or two by the Thermopyluz and Titania, and a subsidiary Ocean 
race will be inaugurated which will awaken the echoes of other 





days.

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HONG KONG. 
Our advices extend to the 5th July by the P. and O. mail, and 


to the 12th July by the French mail; the French* mail from 
London, May 23, was received on the 7th July, having been de- 
tained by an accident at Saigon, and the following P. and O. 
mail, of May 30, arrived out on the 8th July. The following 
items of news are from the China Mad and Daily Press :— 


Telegraphic advices, dated Peking, June 29, have been re- 
ceived by Mr. L. Beyer, his Netherlands Majesty’s Consul at 
this port, stating that on that day the Emperor received in for- 
mal audience the representatives of Great Britain, the Nether- 
lands, France, Russta, the United States, and Japan, who de- 
livered the credentials from their respective Soverei The 
ceremonies were in the European style, and were satisfactory to 
all parties. The Ministers of Germany, Austria, and Italy were 
absent on sick leave in Europe. 

The following are the particulars of the accident which oc- 
curred to the P. and O. steamer Bokhara :-— 

On the 21st June, about 3 p.M., the attention of many residents was 
attracted by the firing of a gun to the eastward, followed a few minutes 
later by a second. Those poxsessed of sufficient curiosity, telescopes, 
and a good view of the harbour, naturally looked out to see whence the 
firing proceeded, and to their great surprise observed the Bokhara 
slowly steaming in from the Lye-ee-moon, with her bows duwn in the 
water in a way that betokened serious leakage. The news soon spread 
all over the town, and every available steam launch and gig was speedily 
put into requisition by anxious inquirers. The tug steamer Fame im- 
mediately weighed and made for Kowloon, as did also the chartered P. 
and O. steam launch, while the Princess Charlottesignalled the other men- 
of-war to send immediate assistance. Upon reaching Kowloon it was 
found that the Bokhara was aground by the bows, Captain Tomlin 
having just managed to partially beach her to avoid sinking. It 
appears that just os the passengers were at tiffin, the vessel being 
off Cape D’Aguilar, a sudden shock was felt, and it was im- 
mediately discovered that she had struck a rock, which tore a 
hole in her bottom on the port side a little forward of amid- 
ships. Captain Tomlin immediately took all the measures which 
the situation rendered necessary, and, discovering that the water in 
the fore compartment was rapidly gaining on it, put the ship about 
for Hong Kong. Although it was hoped the fore compartment only 
was injured, a few minutes saw the water rapidly filling the engine- 
room. The engineers and stokers stuck to their posts until it was no 
longer practicable, and by the time the Bokhara was about N. of the 
new pier on the Kowloon side the fires were drowned out, the vessel 
fortunately retaining way enough to carry her onto the shore. The rock 
is an unknown one, not being marked in any of the charts, The vessel 
had ten feet of water in the fore compartments when she grounded off 
Kowloon Dock. As might be expected, the occurrence caused great ex- 
citement, and a large number of people assembled on the Praya to hear 
the first news. The mail bags, which were immediately landed on the 
vesscl reaching Kowloon, were fortunately uninjured. 

The Bokhara was got afloat on the 23rd. It was, however, for some 
time impossible to discover the whereabouts of the injury. Several 
powerful pumps were kept continually at work, and a diver was sent 
down to ascertain the exact locality of the injury. On the following 
day a thrummed sail was drawn over the leak so as to allow of the 
vessel being towed in safety to the Aberdeen dock, which is alone large 
enough to accommodate her lengthy hull. Upon examination in the 
dock it was found that her injuries were far greater than was supposed. 
Not one but eercn holes were made in her bottom, the first, second, 
third and fourth garboard strakes are injured, while the injuries extend 
along the hull for a distance of ninety-one feet. It will take fourteen 
new plates to repair the vessel, so that she is likely to be in dock for 
some time. How the vessel managed to reach the Kowloon Dock-bay 
isa mystery. There is no doubt that Captain Tomlin’s promptitude 
has saved the Company from a total loss. 

On the 9th July a Marine Court of Inquiry was held at the 
Harbour Master’s office, to inquire into the cause of the accident 
to the steamer. The Court consisted of the Hon. C. May, H.G. 
Thomsett, Esq., R.N. (Harbour Master), H. B. Lemann, Esq., 
R. H. Cairns, Esq., and Captain J. C. Bolton. The inqyiry was 
instituted on the application of Captain Tomlin. The decision of 
the Court has not yet been given. 

A general meeting of the shareholders in the Union Insurance 
Society of Canton has been held. The chair was pelle FH by 
T. Pyke, Esq. The following gentlemen were present :— Messrs. 
Sassvon, Joost, Lowcock, Ryrie, Whittall, Lemann, Dhunjeebhoy, 
Ede, Andre, Rouett, Jensen, Huntingdon, Karberg, Greig, 
McDougall, W. H. Rea, G. Heard, Benecke, Behre, Cordes, 
Deacon, Belilios, Linstead, Cairns, and Tack-mee. The Chair- 
man said that the meeting had been called at an earlier date 
than usual, as the directors thoughtt that it was desirable to 
come to some conclusion as to the renewal of the office, and, if 
possible, to place it on adifferent footing. It was also in contem- 
plation to increase the number of shares to 5U0, of $2,500, with 
$500 paid up, instead of 250 shares of $5,000 each with $1,000 

aid up. This change had been considered some few years since, 
fut had been opposed on the ground that a larger number of shares 
could not have been distributed with advantage to the society. 
But the directors had now come to the conclusion that the altered 
state of commerce had opened up a wider field. It was also pro- 
posed to make the office a continuous one, and also to do away 
with the reserve fund. The Chairman then proposed a resolution 
to the effect that a new society be formed, to commence business 
on the Ist January, 1874, having the same title as the present 
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one, but the number of shares to be five hundred. This resolu- 
tion was cafried unanimously. After a discussion as to the re- 
serve fund, in which the resolution to do away with it was car- 
ried, a vote of thanks to the chairman was passed, and the meet- 
ing separated. 

e@ report of the directors of the Hong Kong, Canton, and 
Macao Steam-boat Company (Limited) for the half-year ended 
30th June, to be presented at the meeting of shareholders, to be 
held July 15, states that, after paying commissions, running ex- 
penses, salaries, premia of insurances, repairs, and all other out- 

ings to the 30th June, and including $2,678.50 brought forward 

rom the last statement, there remains a profit of $94,480.33. 
The directors recommend that this amount should be distributed 
as follows, viz.:—To a dividend at the rate of 8 per cent. on the 
paid-up capital, $48,000 ; to write off $32,500 from the value of 
the steamers ; to write off $9,392.57 from value of the wharves ; 
and to their own remuneration, $2,500 ; leaving $2,087.76 to be 
carried forward to a new account. 

The Hoppo of Canton has paid an official visit to the Governor 
at Government House, accompanied by General Pang Yuk and 
an escort of police. The mandarin did not appear to be of a very 
progressive turn of mind. The Governor suggested to him a 
visit to the Central School and the Gaol, but he declined both. 
Before this interview with the Governor, the Hoppo paid a visit 
to the Compradore’s Club in Queen’s-road, opposite the London 
Inn, and received a few of the leading compradores. The Hoppo 
isa very thin man, and, according to native opinion, does not 
boast of a very prepossessing appearance. 

We note the departure by the American mail of the 27th June 
of Mr. 8. J. Gower, of the firm of Messrs. Jardine, Matheson, 
and Co., and for some time Italian Consul at this port. Mr. 
Gower, who was one of the most popular residents in the colony, 
was Deputy District Grand Master of Freemasons, and his al 
gence will be much regretted. Mr. T. G. Linstead is acting as 
Italian Consul during Mr. Gower’s absence from the colony. 

We hear that the Chinese are about to form another trading 
company onalargescale. It appears that the chandler shopkeepers 
have had a quarrel with the rice merchants who supplied them 
with rice for retail, and the former, in order to be independent 
of the latter, have resolved to form a company, consisting of 
7,000 shares, at 20 taels each, making a total capital of 
140,000 taels. The company will import rice for retail to the 
chandlers. We understand that the share list is only to com- 
prise 2,000 shares, and that 1,200 have been already taken. 

A heavy 5 pee has passed within a short distance of Hon 
Kong, probably entering the China Sea by the Bashee Channe 
and striking across for the west coast, Just opposite Hainan. 
Squalls of unusual violence rapidly succeeded each other, the 
glass falling at one time as low as 29°60. Fortunately there are 
but few casualties to record ; temporary roofing and similar 
material have naturally suffered, the shed at Pedder’s Wharf 
amongst the number. A few boats were upset, but no life seems 
to have been lost. In one case a steam launch and two police 
boats went to pick up a drowning crew (other boats close b 
taking no notice of the accident), but their aid was declined, 
until at length the capsized junk was taken in tow by a gig. 
The rapid veering of the wind indicated that the cyclone was 
wavelling ie considerable speed. During one of the heavy 
squalls, the veil of creepers covering the wall at the Cathedral 
end of the Parade ground was turned completely over, or inside 
out, producing a strange effect to passers by. 

Messrs, Jameson and Barton, of Hong Kong, have issued 
some carefully compiled tables having reference to the opium 
trade. The tables consist of statistics showing the provisions of 
Benares and Patna opium, together with the prices of the latter 
during the years from 1848 to 1857 inclusive, and statistics as to 
the total exports of Patna and Benares opium from Calcutta to 
the Straits and China. The course of the opium market for 
Patna, Benares and Malwa during the years 1865 to 1875, 
togotiee with several other tabulated statements of interest are 

80 given. 

The P. and O. steamer Sunda has had a narrow escape 
of meeting with an injury almost as serious as that which 
has befallen the Bokhara. It appears that the steam tug 
Fame was towing the Sunda over [to Kowloon to tranship 
the cargo from the Bokhara, when suddenly the Fame, catching 
sight of a-vessel ahead, sheared off, and the Sunda not having 
time to alver her helm, ran right into the British brig [Rebecca 
Jane, brought up off the Point, and cut her down nearly to the 
water's edge, just before the fore rigging, carrying away 
stanchions, rail, bulwark, covering board, fore rigging, &c. 
Fortunately the Sunda was uninjured. 

A trial of. the twin-screw engines fitted by Messrs. J. Inglis 
and Co. in one of Colonel Pank Yeuk’s junks, having a carrying 
capacity of 5,000 piculs, has been made. They are of a pattern 
somewhat new in Hong Kong, the vertical cylinders being totally 
disconnected from the boilers, instead of, as in most vessels here, 
clamped to either side. With this exception the general fittings 
are much the same as in the dockyard and colonial launches, 
the power developed by both engines being about 30-horse. 
The engines pe 120 revolutions per minute, and the speed de- 
veloped was from 7 to 73 knots, at times touching 8 knots, and 
may, considering the vessel’s build, be deemed eminently satis- 

ry. 
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An enterprising Chinaman, the master of or Semis shop, 
Tung Mun-lane, intends to run a steam ferry boat between the 
Colony and Chinese Kowloong. The boat will run six times 
a day, and there will be three classes of passengers, the lst pay- 
ing ten cents, the 2nd five cents, and last three cents.

The 
United States Consulate was, as usual, the centre of much hospi- 
tality, freely dispensed, irrespective of nationality, and the 
“ glorious 4th” has, we doubt not, been observed by all to whom 
it forms a national festival. : 

A scratch four-oar Canton cutter race between the Ripple, 
Nereid and Kelpie, came off on the 26th June, and was undoubt- 
edly the best contested race of the season. The Kelpie assumed 
the lead for about six strokes at starting, but was soon overhauled 
by Nereid, after which there was never more than half a length 
distance between each boat, and the Vereid won in 3$ minutes.

THE FRENCH EXPEDITION TO TONQUIN. 

In our last issue we briefly referred to the return of the French 
Expedition from the Hoong-kiang. The following account of 
the progress of the expedition is taken from the Hong Kong 
Daily Press :— 

On the 25th October last the two French steamers Laoukai and 
Hoongkiang, together with a steam launch, left Hong Kong, charged 
by the Tetai Mah, of the Province of Yunnan, to transport for him 
some munitions of war by going up the Hoong-kiang, or Red River, 
which traverses the Province of Tonquin, with the object of opening 
up a new trade route with that province. The expedition was headed 
by M. Dupuis, merchant of Hankow, assisted by M. Millot, merchant of 
Shanghai. On the 9th November they arrived at Tonquin, at the mouth 
of a river hitherto unknown to Europeans, called the Cuacum. Here 
M. Dupuis had an interview with the Royal Commissioner, Li, formerly 
Ambassador at Peking for the King of Annam, and Minister of Foreign 
Affairs at Hué, who promised an answer from the King as to whether 
the expedition could proceed within sixteen days. This time 
having expired, the Commissioner said that he had not at first 
thought of it, but the affair being very important it would be 
necessary to wait several months— three at least. Seeing clearly 
that this simply meant complete evasion, the expedition, upon the pre- 
text that the water was salt and the climate unhealthy where they 
were, expressed their intention of proceeding a little higher up the 
river, and after some little parley did so. After going some distance 
up this river it was found to break off into four branches, one of which 
proved to be navigable, and by means of it the vessels made their way 
successfully to the Red River, arriving in it on the 18th December. 
They followed the river to Kecho, or Hannoi, the capital of Tonquin, 
where they arrived on the 22nd December. On arriving there, it was 
found that there was not enough water to permit the steamers to pro- 
ceed, and boats were in consequence borrowed of the natives, not, how- 
ever, without some difficulty on account of opposition on the part of 
the Mandarins, After losing some time, in consequence of the bad 
disposition of the officials, M. Dupuis left Hannoi on the 18th January. 

In Tonquin two large rebellions were found to be ing—one, tha 
nearest to the capital, headed by a Chinese rebel chief named Kwang- 
tsong-yin ; and that which is more to the north, extending to the last 
city of Tonquin, called Laou-kai, commanded by another Chinese 
named Leaou-yuen-foo. On arrival at the camp of the Annamites, the 
General sent his aide-de-camps to welcome him ; and Mr. Dupuis con- 
tinued his route and met with the rebels, who, however, proved friend- 
ly, and gave him the neceasary men to pull his boats. The northern 
rebels were equally friendly. Mr. Dupuis, who speaks Chinese perfectly, 
was begged by the rebel chiefs to request the Chinese authorities in 
Yunnan to pardon them, and to receive them back ; and the Manda- 
rins to whom he mentioned the circumstance later were not indisposed 
to accept the proposition. On the 20th February, the expedition ar- 
rived at Luou-kai; and on the 25th M. Dupuis directed his course 
te Sin-kai, the residence of a Paisy savage, named Yang-ming, 
who received the travellers very well. On the 4th March 
the expedition arrived at Manghow, the port in Yunnan where the 
navigation of the Red River ceases, which river itaelf takes rise in the 
western part of Yunnan, near the town of Tali-foo, bordering on 
Thibet. M. Dupuis then left on the 6th March, with his Chinese Man- 
darin Li, for the capital of Yunnan, named Yunnan-foo, where he 
arrived on the 16th. The expedition report that the Province of Yun- 
nan is at present almost pacified. The town of Tali-foo, formerly the 
rebel stronghold, was recovered through the treachery of sume of the 
rebels on the 9th January, and the territory occupied by the rebels in 
the south-east part of Yunnan, under the command of numerous 
chiefs, who had renderod themselves almost independent since the re- 
volution in Yunnan. One part of the rebels has been entirely defeated 
by the Imperialists, and the other has made its submission. The great 
chief of Ling-ngan-foo, named Leong-tz-may, was assagsigated by one 
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of his officers in August, 1872. The assassin seized the command, but 
was shortly after attacked by the Imperialists, who became master 
of the place. The second great chief was Chang, of Mong-tsze, who, 
frightened by all these defections, decided upon rendering back to the 
Imperialists all that was undér his control. The‘other small chiefs 
then all submitted. All these defeats and submissions took place in 
September, October, and November, 1872. The cause of the giving 
up by treason of Tali-foo, under the command of Teou-ven-shu, the 
great Mahomedan chief, was the apprehension caused to the chiefs 
under his order by the defections and submissions abovementioned, and 
the fear of seeing the Imperialists arrive with all their troops united to 
crush the city. At present nothing remains in the rebel hands but 
three cities near Burmuh, which the Tetai of Yunnan should be at 
present attacking, with tho assistance of the several French gunners 
and the material transported by M. Dupuis. Marshal Mah, the other 
authorities of the province, as well as the general population, were 
delighted with the success of the expedition, which will afford a new 
route to the country, and open it to connection with European com- 
merce, and provide a market for the rich mineral and other products of 
the province. 

Before M. Dupins took his leave of Marshal Mah, he was supplied 
with an escort of fifty-three soldiers to accompany him to the capital 
of Tonquin, where he arrived, after receiving the same cordiality from 
the rebels, the Annamite mandarins showing perfect indifference. He 
arrived at Hannoi on the 30th April. He brought with him about 100 
Chinese boatmen, to carry up salt for the troops in Yunnan. The Man- 
darins in the capital of Tonquin got up a number of difficulties, which 
detained the Laoukai, and a Chinese junk which they had chartered, to 
the 5th June. This portion of the expedition left that-day for Hong 
Kong, under the direction of M. Millot, with two civil Mandarins, and 
a military Mandarin cousin to Marshal Mah, who commanded the 
esoort of M. Dupuis. M. Dupuis remains with the other part of the 
expedition, the Hoongkiang, the launch, and his escort, to keep open 
the route, his chief object being, while benefiting Yunnan, to throw 
open the large trade of Tonquin to Europeans generally. 

During the whole time the expedition were in Tonquin, the Euro- 
peans experienced the best reception from the population, who have the 
greatest desire to see foreigners arrive to open their country, and to 
relieve them from the oppression and squeezing of the Mandarins, 
wie a looked upon with the bitterest contempt and the deepest 

atred.

SINGAPORE. 

The P. and O. mail brings advices from this port to the

The following sum- 
mary of news is from the Straits Times :— 

There have been two meetings of the Legislative Council. The 
Courts Bill, against which such strong opposition existed, on 
account of the introduction of clauses greatly favouring the legal 
profession, passed its third reading on the 7th July.

The Governor, whose anger seems to have 
got the better of his discretion, administered a wigging to two 
official members who had the [independence to vote according 
to their convictions. His Excellency, however, rather over- 
shot the mark in declaring that the principle of this clause had 
been the object of the Bill from the beginning, when it was 
peel well known that it had been recently intro- 

uced at the suggestion of the legal fraternity, who alone 
are to benefit by it. The weight of the argument was 
all on the side of the minority, and had not the Hon. 
Dr. Little been unavoidably absent when the vote was taken, the 
clause must have been lost, and the question whether or not it 
would prove fatal to the Bill, as his Excellency asserted it would, 
might have had to be decided by the Secretary of State. The 
a of the payment by the colony of the Itidian pension of 

ir Benson Maxwell has been negatived by the Council, and it 
has also been decided not to press for the refund of the over- 
drawn salary paid to Mr. Robert Maxwell. The question of 
employing Chinese as police constables has also been negatived, 
in accordance with the adverse report of the Commission of 
Inquiry into the subject. 

A debate on the Waterworks took place on the 23rd June, 
but this much vexed question is still open, for after having sub- 
mitted the scheme to the most eminent hydraulic engineer in 
England, the Governor has found a loophole for further delay, 
and after Mr. Rawlinson has given his most decided opinion on 
the matter, the question is to be re-submitted to him, and, we 
presume, also to the new Governor, Sir Andrew Clarke, so that if 
possible the final adoption of the scheme may be postponed till 
after his arrival. It is greatly to be regretted that the Hon. 
Thomas Scott's proposal to adopt the scheme in its integrity 
was not carried out, instead of spending a part of the money, 
when the Government is apparently only secking to gain time 
before pledging itself to carry the work to completion. 

Advices from Bangkok inform us that a peculiarly malignant 
type of cholera is raging there, accompanied with the vomiting of 
blood. The report was that the deaths among the natives had 
reached the high figure of 200 per day. All steamers which 
have arrived from Bangkok are in quarantine. According to 
custom, their mails are also detained until the bags can be 
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“purified.” The epidemic has also broken out here, and durin 
the past few days sixteen cases have been reported atthe Cen 
Police Station, of which eleven have proved fatal. A Post-oftice 
peon has been taken suddenly ill, and died in three or four hours. 
An European was said to have been attacked with cholera, but 
his medical adviser says the disease is not Asiatic cholera, but 
something entirely new. In the cases reported to the police 
there is, we believe, no doubt that the disease is the regular 
Asiatic cholera, A large crowd of Mahomedan natives have 
paraded the streets of the town, making night hideous with their 
Invocations to Heaven to avert the scourge from this Settlement. 

We learn that there is considerable distress in some parts of 
the town, caused by the scarcity of water and consequent rise in 
price established by the itinerant coolie water-vendors, It is 
said that they charge five to six cents per picul, while the normal 
price is three cents, This difference in price, however trifling it 
may appear in the eyes of Europeans, is a matter of serious 
import to the poorer classes of the community, to whom, ina 
climate like this, it will be easily understood, water in a con- 
siderable quantity is a prime necessity. This state of affairs 
may not have had anything to do with the outbreak of 
cholera, but it certainly forms another strong argumént for 
the need there is of pushing on the water works with as 
little delay as possible. Moreover, we would suggest that mean- 
time Government should take measures to afford some relief 
where it is most needed. ‘The expense would be very small, and 
out of all proportion to the importance of maintaining the 
public health. 

The British brig Mariner's Tope, owned by Messrs. Koo Kay 
Chiang and Lim Pek Gian, of Penang, has been towed through 
the Straits by a Dutch steamer, having been captured as a prize 
off the Atchinese coast. She was laden with merchandise and 
specie, and the value of vessel and cargo is about $40,000. She 
has been taken to Rhio or Batavia. This vessel left Penang, we 
are informed, on the 13th June, two days before notice reached 
that port of the blockade of the entire Atchin coast, and was 
despatched by her owners in perfect good faith, relying on the 
assurance of the Dutch authorities that the trade of the pepper 
ports would not be interfered with ; and this ought to insure 
her restitution to her owners, no notice of the intended blockade 
having been given before it was carried into effect. Her owners 
have arrived here for the purpose of endeavouring to recover the 
vessel and cargo ; efforts in which, if the facts be as stated, the 
local Government ought to render them every assistance. We 
do not know whether the Government has taken any action in 
the matter, but as this proceeding of the Dutch authorities is 
totally unwarrantable and contrary to international law, or at 
least usage, we think it is desirable as well as proper that the 
Government should state, for the satisfaction of the public, what 
steps have been taken. 

We learn from Penang that the steamer Kalahome, chartered 
to tow pepper schooners on the West Coast, had returned to Pe- 
nang, having been ordered off by the Dutch. Three pepper 
schooners, with several brigs and barques, had also arrived from 
the East as well as the West Coast, some partially loaded, and 
others are following, having been prevented by the blockade 
from discharging or loading. Altogether this blockade promises 
to be a heavy blow to Penang traders, who will incur heavy 
losses, and who certainly have, in consequence, a just grievance 
against the Dutch on account of their deceiving March procla- 

ation.

General that by resolution of the Governor-General of Nether- 
lands India the importation of arms, powder, and munitions of 
war to Rhio and its dependencies, Palembang, Lampong Dis-

A large business had been done in 
Yarn at former rates; there had been very little doing in Woollens 
and Fancy Goods. Metals were unchanged. oe 

SHancuat—The trade in plain cottons, although rather quiet in tone, 
had amounted to a very respectable total; but the market for the 
generality of fancy and woollen goods had been dull, and the transac- 
tions had been few, unimportant, and not easily effected. Grey Shirt- 
ings 84 lbs ; Holders, tinding the demand quieting down, bad, in some 
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instances, pressed goods on the market, and the current rate for Red 
Pheasant chop was Tis. 1.87 per piece. Advices from Tientsin were 
less hopeful, ard Hankow letters reported only a limited business, 
whilst the Chinkiang residents complained of the want of water in the 
canals. 7 Ibs : [Better kinds of ‘common ‘chops preferred, and being 
scarce and firmly held, had advanced slightly. Dewhurst’s Eagles and 
lowest qualities of 7 lbs. in very limited demand. 9} to 10]ba : In re- 
quest, and fair sales reported. Closing prices 8} Ibs. Tis. 1.824 to 1.95, 
7 Ibs. Tl. 1.57 to 1.64. T-Cloths : Demand had shown promise of re- 
vival, tone of the market healthier, and buyers had given full previous 
rates for such chops as had engaged their fancy. Horse and Jockey 
realised Tls. 1.44, and less favored tickets had been selling more freely 
at: Tls. 1.89 to 1.423. The commoner counts had also been in more 
demand. 

Foocuow.—Sales had been 1,500 pieces T-Cloths at $1.97 to 2.25 per 
piece, and 500 pieces 6 Ibs. 

Hoxc Koxc.—A moderate amount of business had been transacted. 
Prices of goods had given way but little, and it would appear as though 
holders were at last tired of making concessions to dealers. In Yarns 
a further decl ine was noted. 

Mantta.—A fair business had been done in the Piece Goods market 
during the fortnight, on the basis of previous quotations. The demand 
for Coloured goods was again quieter and rates had a weaker tendency, 
but values of Plain Staples were firmly maintained by importers. 

Saicon.--Heavy arrivals of Piece Goods had come to hand and had 
overstocked the market, so that sales hud become difficult, and could 
only be effected by concessions on the part of holders. 

Srxcarore.—The arrivals with general cargoes are the Min and Atma, 
and steamers Egeria and Braemar Castle from London, and the steamer 
Menelaus from Liverpool. A moderate business had been done in Man- 
chester goods, but importers, being anxious to effect sales, prices not 
quite so firm. The latest Manchester advices were unfavourable for 
holders. 39-inch Grey Shirtings, 8} 1bs., inquiry less active, but steady 
at $2.574 ; 7 lbs., saleable at 32.124 to 2.15; 6 lbs., at $1.924. 45-inch,

Yoxonama.—Continued wet weather which had prevailed, by pre- 
venting supplies coming forward, had enabled natives to maintain their 
pric es at fully what were current at the date of our last report. For 
the time of year the business had been small, amou nting to only 3,300 
piculs. The stocks were small, and consisted chiefly of Medium to 
Fine grades, Finest and Choice Teas still remaining scarce. 

Hankow.—Messrs. Drysdale, Ringer, and Co.’s report says :—We 
advise the first arrivals of second crop Teas from the Younglow-toong 
district. About twenty chops have been placed on offer, and a few 
settlements have been made at from 194 to 224. Though perhaps 
better in make they are generally considered inferior to last year, and 
only one or two parcels found buyers at the higher price named above. 
Present quotation is 194 to 21, or a Tael decline on opening rates, but 
there is little demand, and Teamen are shipping to the Shanghai mar- 
ket. This mornmg two or three chops Cheong-sow-kye have arrived, 
and these, from the little we have seen of them, also appear to be in- 
ferior to last year, the difference being more in the cup than make of 
the leaf. Of the other district Teas we have not yet seen musters. 
Third pack Ooonfars have chiefly-commanded attention, finding ready 
sale from 22 to 24 Tls. They are good Teas, and give the best value of 
anything now offering, still they are dearer than last year, and at the 
aBove rates show an advance on earlier settlements. Of the other dis- 
trict Teas all the best parcels have now been cleared off, and stock con- 
sists entirely of inferior quality,-which will probably have to be for- 
warded to Shanghai for sale. 

Syanowat.—Black : There fhad been a large business doing: The 
chief feature to notice had been the opening of the market for second 
chop Oopacks, several chops having been settled at Tis. 254 to 26. Last 
year these Teas opened at Tis. 28 and advanced to Tis. 30. . The quality 
this season was much the same as last, with perhaps a preference in 

* favour on account of liquor. Settlements for the week had heen 
31,244 chests ; reshipments, 1,181 chests ; stock 24,000 chests. Green: 
Pingsuey’s had been taken to a small extent at previous rates; at the 
close Teamen seemed inclined to accept rather lower prices for inferior 
chops, but they were firm on fine parcels. Stock, 19,314 half-chests. 

- Foocnow.—Messrs. Olyphant and Co.'s Circular of 30th Jund says :— 
Business in new Teas commenced on the 20th instant by the purchase 
of six chop? of Saryune Congou at Tis. 24.55 to 25.8 o.b., and although 
it appeared at first as if other buyers did not intend operating on the 
same basis, they soon entered the market, and a large business has re- 


sulted, considerable purchases have been made for the Australian as well | 


for the English market. The following are the principle prices which 
the different kinds of Congous have realised and the decline which they 
show as compared with last season’s opening rates; Packlings, Tls.

A 
few fancy lots have sold as high as 67.80.b. We are still unable to re- 
port favourable of the crop of Souchongs as few attractive parcels have 
made their appearance. About 3,300 half-chests Oolongs have been 
taken for the English market, principally consisting of medium to good 
medium grades at Tls. 23.3 to 26.8 o.b. Of Scented Teas’ some 8,500 bxs. 
have been settled, fine to finest realising 31.8 to 35.8 0.b. showing little 
or no decline from last seaton’s prices. Flowry Pekoes have been taken 
at Tls. 38.8 to 62.8 o.b. or ten to fifteen taels lower than previous season. 
The same firm’s circular of July 7th says the demand has continued on 
a large scale, total settlements of Congou in the interval aggregating 
55,800 chests. This activity prevents any fall in prices, and our last 
quotations therefore remain without noticeable change. We are expec- 
ting to see the second crop Teas commence to arrive at an early date, 
as we have noticed amongst the latest musters shown a few parcels 
mixed with second crop leaf. The late opening of this market, and 
the consequent scarcity of money in the hands of teamen, has hirtherto 
prevented much being done towards purchasing the second crop, but 
within the last few days active measures have been taken to this end 
by some of the native hongs. The growers up country are said to be 
as king high prices for the leaf and to be holding firmly. Further 
settlements of Souchong amount to 1,763 chests, and of Scented Teas to 
12,400 boxes, mostly at previous prices, but in both kinds there are a 
few purchases which show perhaps a tendency to lower values. About 
9,000 half-chests more Ovlongs have been taken, we presume for the 
English market, at prices varying from Tls. 17.8 o.b. for common cargo 
to Tls. 20.8 to 21.8 o.b. fur good, and Tis. 25.8 to 27.8 o.b. for superior 
cargo. There is a rumour that an English firm is offering for a further 
quantity of 2,000 packages. We regret to say that the latest arrivals 
of Oolong do, not enable us to speak more favouraoly as to the quality 
of the cargo grades in the cup, but as few or no fine parcels have come 
to hand we are hoping that when these arrive in bulk there will be 
some noticeable improvement. But little has been done in Flowery 
Pekoes ; settlements 279 chests : stuck 4,430 chests. 

Amoy.—Congou : Musters of 126 chops were on the market, but the 
quality had not improved; a large proportion of the Tea was spurious, 
and the crop compared unfavourably with that of former seasons. 
Amoy Ooloong: The later arrivals continued to show an improvement, 
both in strength and fire ; musters were down representing 375 chops, 
of which only 260 had been shown ; the first crop was, estimated at 
about 45,000 half-chests, and musters of the second crop were expected 
in about two or three weeks; arrivals had been 33,000 half-chesta, 
against 86,000 half-chests at same time last year. [Formosa Ooloong : 
Last Tamsui advices were dated 2nd inst., when some 600 half-chests 
medium grades had been settled at $32 to 38 duty paid, laid down in 
Amoy ; buying was not general, and no really fine Teas had been seen. 
There was a rumour that about 1,500 half-chests had since been settled, 
particulars of which had not transpired. 

Canton.—Fine Scented Capers had been in some demand, and these 
kinds being in very small supply, had commanded full rates. In other 
descriptions of Scented Teas only a few settlements were reported at 
about previous rates. The stock on offer consisted almost entirely of 
second crop leaf of very undesirable quality. The s.s. Sarpedon 
sailed for London 9th July, taking from Hong Kong 77,895 lbs. Congou, 
20,750 lbs. Scented Orange Pekoe, 143,196 Ibs. Scented Caper, 20,950 lbs. 
Gunpowder, and 24,388 lbs. Ooloong—making a total of 287,179 lbs.

Yokouama.—The season 1972-3 closed on the 30th June with an ex- 
port from Yokohama of 14,428 bales, and from Hiogo of 145 bales, 
making a tdtal of 14,573 bales. Since the date of our last report the 
market had been very quiet, and only a limited business had been done ; 
the bulk of transactions had been in new season's Silk, for which the 
opening price was $600 per picul. Settlements were estimated at about 
200 bales. The quality of the new Silk compared: favourably with pre- 
vious years, but it was too early to give a full report on the same, as 
first arrivals formed no criterion of what the Silk might turn out later 
on. 
Canton.—The general tone of the market was somewhat easier, and 
in consequence some 290 bales Tsatlee and Loong Kong had been pur- 
chased, chiefly intended for France. [e-reela were quoted $5 to 10 
lower, and 285 boxes were reported to be guing forward by the next 
Pacific mail. Good Silks continued scarce, and anything at all superior 
to the general run called for a price quite up to last quotations. The 
second crop was finished, and the third was expected in the course of 
10 days from date.

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nets or enamels on copper, which figure in two pyramidak tables 
in the centre of the Court. These enamels are of enormous size, 
in every variety of shape and form, elegant and grotesque, useful 
and ornamental, and are a most unique feature of the Exhibi- 
tion. This art of enamel, like pottery and weaving, is one of 
the many which the Chinese in the fecundity of their genius: 
have eS but, unlike pottery or weaving, it is one in which 
they still retain undivided and undisputed supremacy. The pre- 
vailing colour of the enamels is blue, with lines or threads of 
gold and silver intersecting the work, and breaking it up, as it 
were, into minute mosaics. A deep dull red and a soft creamy 
white are also not unfrequent, and relieve what would otherwise 
be a too prevalent monotone of blue. To the general public 
these enamels are mere caviare, though appreciative connoisseurs 
declare them second in interest, beauty, and originality to 
nothing in the Exhibition. They are lontibatad: we be- 
lieve, not by the Chinese Government, but by a wealthy 
banker, whose taste and munificence cause him to be re- 
garded as the Mecenas of the Middle Kingdom. To the 
right of the enamels, and occupying a conspicuous position 
next the cases of silks, is exhibited a most complete, interest- 
ing, and admirably arranged group of antique porcelain, the 
property of Archdeacon Gray, of Canton, a gentleman well-known 
throughout China as an ardent and enthusiastic collector of rare 
and recherché Chinoiseries, but known better still as a most 
worthy and faithful representative of the virtues which adorn 
and illustrate the character of a Christian gentleman. Among 
these antiques are several specimens, the rich colours and fan- 
tastic designs of which modern Chinese art would in vain at- 
tempt to rival; and I am informed by Mr. Detring, a member 
of the Commission, to whom I am indebted for much kind atten- 
tion and courteous information, that many inquiries have been 
made respecting the Rev. Archdeacon’s collection by amateurs 
and connoisseurs, who would give fancy, nay, almost fabulous 
sums for the object of their admiration. This ancient porcelain 
has attracted much attention, and has been a special object of 
admiration and eulogium by all the distinguished visitors to the 
Chinese Court, notably by his Majesty the King of the Belgians, 
and her Royal Highness the Crown Princess of Prussia. “Next 
to the porcelain come the miscellaneous objects of the Archdea- 
con’s collection—quaint costumes, rich in gorgeous embroidery ; 
Buddhistic and Taoistic Sacerdotal robes, with the Mitre and 
Crozier of the Orders ; a magnificent suit of military apparel, of 
dark blue satin, studded with golden nails, and crowned by a 
steel helmet of imposing shape; ivories and bronzes ; silver 
flagons, cups, and vases, chased and worked with an elaborate- 
ness and minuteness that almost atone for their want of grace 
and artistic design ;.arms and trophies, spears, swords, match- 
locks, and wicker shields ; pipes of every shape, size, and style > 
articles, in short, illustrating every phase of Chinese life, social 
and domestic, civil and military, and almost every branch of 
Chinese art, industry, and manufacture. Such a collection as 
this of Archdeacon Gray’s has, I may safely venture to affirm, 
never been exhibited before, and I trust it may be placed on 
permanent exhibition in Europe. 


Some very handsome and peculiar bronze vases, ringed all 
over, true antique, next demand attention ; they are exhibited 
by R. Boyce, Esq., of Shanghai, and appear to be much appre- 
ciated for their queer and unique shape and style. Passing 
on through the Court I come upon a trophy made of fans ; 
ingeniously displayed in the shape of a peacock’s tail, and 
including every variety of fan ever used or seen, I should 
imagine, in the Celestial Empire, from the Argus pheasant or 
ostrich feather nronster down to the Formosan palm-leaf and the 
elaborately-carved ivory-bladed fans of Canton. These fans, 
which are well worth attention, are exhibited by one of the 
Commissioners, Mr. E. C. Bowra, of the Chinese Customs’ Ser- 
vice. The Exhibition is generally rich in wood carving ; for 
Thurinlia, Nuremburg, and the Swiss Cantons all show their best, 
and specimens of the labour of medieval times are not wanting. 
But [ doubt whether there is anything to surpass the exquisite 
design or bold artistic execution of a screen for an entrance way 
exhibited by Colonel Cook. This is in the very best style of 
Chinese art, and for its fidelity to and close reproduction of 
natural forms is worthy of the highest encomiums. 


The left wall of the Chinese Court is occupied wits stands, 
showing the present condition of the art of pottery in China, 
and contains some very striking and handsome specimens of 
Chinese skill. There are vases of six feet high, covered with the 
familiar dragons, or painted with stiff representations of official 
receptions, battles, or the chase. Some are of most outré and 
bizarre colours—blue nondescript animals, many legged and 
opep-jawed, sprawling over a light yellow ground ; or impoe- 
sible blue peonies blossoming on unimaginable pink backgrounds ;. 
yet, strange to say, these grotesque specimens ap to be eagerly 
snapped up, for I observe that the ugliest of such as were for sale 
are all ticketed as “sold.” I frankly admit that for my own 
part I see little to admire in Chinese porcelain, but there is no 
disputing in matters of taste, and the public will is not to be 
gainsaid. I am, however, at a loss to account for the absence 
of any specimens—save some few antiques in Archdeacon Gray’s 
collection—of the one artistic porcelain China produces, the white

(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
Vienna, Aue. 9. 
Now that the Vienna Exhibition is a fact accompli, and its trea- 
sures are all exposed to public inspection and criticism, I am able 
to present to your ers some detailed account of those de- 
partments which represent European commerce in the Far East, 
or illustrate the life and manners, the social habits, the arts, in- 
dustries, and civilisations of those Oriental nations with which in 
these later years we have come into contact. And it is worth 
remark that the one characteristic feature of the Vienna Exhi- 
bition, the sole point in which it excels and surpasses its prede- 
cessors in London and Paris, is in the extent and completeness of 
its Oriental sections. It needs but a glance at the Japanese and 
Chinese departments of the Palace on the Prater to convince the 
most prejudiced or unobservant spectator that progress of a most 
satisfactory and substantial character has taken place during the 
past twenty years in regard to our commercial relations, at least, 
with these exclusive and jealously-guarded Empires. The few 
specimens of porcelain, lacquer, carved ivory, and sandal wood 
which did duty for China, and represented Chinese arts, indus- 
tries, products, and manufactures in the Exhibitions of 1851, 
1862, and 1866, are now superseded by an admirably-arranged, 
organised, and classified collection, illustrating, in a way which 
fairly surprises the European public, the extraordinary variety 
of Chinese products, the inexhaustible fertility of the Chinese 
soil, the marveilous industry, patience, and skill of the Chinese 
artisan. It is the fashion now-a-days to sneer at industrial ex- 
hibitions, to depreciate their usefulness, deprecate their cost, and 
deny them any meed of praise. If, however, nothing had been 
achieved by this Vienna Exhibition beyond the bringing together 
of the marvels of industry and ingenuity which fill the Onental 
section, enough would still have been done to silence all detrac- 
tion, and to prove beyond dispute or cavil that the East—the 
parent of all science—has still much to teach, and that modern 
civilisation may still find something to learn even from nations 
usually regarded as antiquated, obsolete, and behind the age. I 
ropose to give a sketch of the contributions of the several 
astern nations — notably China and Japan —to the Great 
World’s Fair, and shall commence with a notice of the Chinese 
di ment, which is first in order from the Central Rotunda, and 
well merits a more detailed notice than I can pretend to give. 


The eutrance to the Chinese Court, which runs at a right angle 
to one of the t central radii from the Rotunda, is, ¢ ter- 
istically chough, denoted by a gigantic Chinese gateway, with a 
central gate and a smaller portal on either side of the square and 
solid type employed usually as memorial arches. Over each of 
the three entrances is written a sentence in the peculiar square 
Chinese character, probably a quotation from the classics, pro- 
mising welcome aid entertainment to the stranger who shall 
come within the gates. Above the gate and beside its pillars 
is a handsome drapery of yellow cloth, festooned and looped in 
the centre, and surmounted by a green flag with the yellow cross, 
the familiar vie of the a alge Customs. Entering at the 
centre gate, the first objects that strike one’s eye are two huge 
pyramids of magnificent copper enamels, flanked by handsome 
cases filled with silks, satins, and gauzes of every conceivable 
shade aud hue, and patterns from the brightest and most bril- 
liant scarlets, blues and greens, to the burnt umbers, the faded 
greens, and the burnt-brick sad coloured half tones which society 
and fashion now mostly affect andadmire. The texture of these 
silks is the subject of much admiration, and the grotesque pat- 
terns, the dragons, medallions, and sprays of Aowert which 
are woven into the fabrics will no doubt furnish acceptable 
hints to the somewhat: used-up taste of the West, and will 
probably reappear next season in silks and stuffs of Eu- 
ropean make. The colours of the Chinese—such as are 
characteristic or peculiar —appear to find many admirers, 
and it is strange to mark that among the pony Chinese tints, 
the sombre shades, the russets, the greys, the dull dead greens, 
the pale cold yellows, the dark red mulberry have anticipated 
the prevailing taste and meet with crowds of admirers. Forcolour, 
weight of material, texture and novelty of pattern, these silks 
stand uvsurpassed, but the prices affixed to them are so high as 
to preclude the prospect of any very large business springing up 
in piece goods of such costly nature. As specimens of silk manu- 
facture—as proofs that China, the early nursery of the art, still 
retains the original creative power and artistic instincts—these 
silks are most valuable and instructive, but we shall be much sur- 
prised if they tend in any way, save by suggestion and imitation 
to stimulate commerce between Europe and China. As Chinese 
silks were in the middle ages—when sumptuary laws restricted 
the demand, and when the wealthy alone were purchasers—just 
so they-remain at the present day, and it is small wonder that 
in these days of cheapness, ee and machine-made goods 
their hand-spun and woven silks should be restricted to those 
markets were durability is still the test of value. 


Next in interest to the silks, and rivalling them as regards 
brilliancy of display, must be noticed the specimens of cloison- 
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and indigo blue. I have looked in vain for s 
out the Exhibition, and can only conclude t 
who superintended the collection in China failed to remember 
the ixiportance and merit of this—the one unrepresented variety. 
The chinaware from Hankow is of good quality, though not equal 
to that from Kiukiang ; and it is a matter worth enquiring the 
cause of the superiority, as the two places are but one hundred 
tmailes apart. 

Lacquered ware, carved wood, bronzes, screens,—among these 
latter a very handsome one bearing the name of Archdeacon 
Gray, with several of its fine marblepanels cracked—and a 
thousand articles of which I cannot even enumerate the names, 
fill up the remainder of this Court, which affords a most striking 
coup d’eil of the condition of Chinese art, of its excellence in 

gone by, and of its comparative demerits now ; of the fer- 
tility of invention, the minuteness of detail, the careful elabora- 
tion and finish, which characterise Chinese industry, and make 


it so separate and distinct from that of any other race of artisans. 


in the world. The value of the Exhibition can scarcely be over 
estimated, though it would be well if the effect on China could 
be equally immediate ‘and effectual, if the lessons European 
labour may gather from these illustrations of Chinese handi- 
crafts might be reciprocated and supplemented hy Chinese work- 
men learning to compare their own shortcomings and to gain 
that infusion of new blood and idea without which the most 
original becomes stereotyped, and the beautiful degenerates into 
the grotesque. Of more value and of more interest to the scien- 
tific world is the excellent collection of raw produce which has 
been brought together by the exertions of the Commissioners of 
Customs at the Treaty Ports ; hut I must reserve a notice of 
this collection, which is in a separate department, until further 
in ion and study shall have made me better acquainted with 
its interesting but unattractive treasures.

His Majesty the Emperor, escorted by General-Adjutant 
Count Bellegarde, arrived at the Exhibition at half-past ten 
o'clock to-day, and under the direction of Councillor Von Schwegel 
and General-Director Baron Schwarz, proceeded to inspect the 
Oriental and East-Asian division. He first repaired to the 
Persian Departinent, where he was received by the Persian 
Commissioner, and stayed a long time in front of the weapons 
and carpets. Afterwards the Chinese Gallery and Court were 
i ted, and at this point Consul-General R. Vou Overbeck 
and Commissioner Hannen (the Chinese Commissioner) undertook 
the guidance of the Royal visitor. His Majesty appeared highly 
pleased with the Chinese products, and inquired about the com- 
mercial and industrial resources and circumstances of that vast 
Empire. The enamelled, lacquered, and porcelain ware seemed 
particularly to interest his Majesty. After morethanan hour’s stay 
in the Chinese Court, and a short inspection of the exhibition of 
the Siamese Kingdom (represented by Herr von Schinberger), his 
Majesty repaired to the Japanese weaving department, where 
Herr E. Von Bavier did the honours, His Majesty stayed with 
visible interest in front of the machine, and after an inspec- 
tion of the finished texture, repeatedly expressed his admira- 
tion at the simplicity of the mechanism by means of which such 
wonderful results were accomplished. The Japanese department, 
in which his Majesty remained almost an hour, formed the conclu- 
sion of to-day’s inspection. The Commissioner-General of the Ja- 
ese Empire, Herr Sano (in poneavene of his absence at the 
ydropathic Establishment at Richeran), was excused from 
being present at the reception of his Majesty ; in the place of 
that functionary Herr Sioda conducted the Monarch through 
this department, and the Brothers Siebold and Dolmesch were also 
in attendance. His Majesty stayed over an hour in the Japanese 
Gallery, and interested himself especially in the excellent collec- 
tion of Japanese swords. His Majesty repeatedly expressed to 
his attendants his satisfaction with the completeness of the col- 
lection which Japan had sent to the Exhibition. 
(FROM ANOTHER CORRESPONDENT.) 
Vienna, Ave. 14. 
On the morning of the 12th inst. the Emperor of Austria, ac- 
companied by Baron Schwartz von Seaborn, the Director-Gene- 
ral of the Exposition, Chevalier von Schwegel, the manager of 
the Eastern section, two aides-de-camp, and his usual suite, paid 
a lengthy visit of inspection to the Chinese department of the 
Exhibition. His Majesty was received at the entrance to the 
Chixgese Court by the senior member of the Chinese Commission, 
Mr. Chas. Hannen, by whom he was accompanied through the 
department, and by whom the uses, origin, and character of the 
many curiosities from China were explained to the Imperial 
party. The first things to attract his Majesty’s attention and 
enlist his admiration were some handsome embroidered screens, 
y with flowers, figures, and butterflies, forming part of the col- 
Tecticn of the Port of Canton. Some quaint figures made of 
tree-roots, carved and twisted into grotesque semblance of the 
human form, excited curiosity, and were examined with much 
care and attention. The extensive collection of modern porcelain 
from Hankow and Kiukiang appeared to interest his Majesty 
exceedingly, for he made a lengthened pause before the stand 
on which it is displayed, and examined many articles in detail. 
Some specimens of Foochow lacquerware, exquisite in finish and 
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, and superior to the Japanese lacquer in the hardness and 
solidity of the facing, were next ins . Mr. Hannen ex- 
plained to his Majesty that this especial kind of Idcquer was 
produced only at one port in China, Foochiow ; that the method 
of preparation was a jealously guarded trade secret, handed down 
from father to son, by the members of one single family, and 
that the quantity annually produced was limited to the results 
of the labours of this one family. From the lacquer ware his 
Majesty passed to the central stands, on which are exhibited the 
magnificent cloisonnets of Hoo Taotai, the well-known banker of 
Shanghai and Hankow. Here his Majesty inquired the number 
of exhibitors interested in the eiuanels aud when told by Mr. 
Hannen that the entire collection was the property of a single 
Chinese official, who was also the contributor of a magnificent 
collection of silks, his Majesty expressed much satisfaction at 
the munificent manner in which the general scheme for the 
Exhibition had been received in China, and the cordial co-opera- 
tion Austro-Hungarian officials had met with there. His Majesty 
pps to have a keen artistic and connoisseur-like appreciation 
of the merits of the cloisonnets, and freely expressed his admira- 
tion of the finer specimens. Flanking the cloisonnets are two 
small glass cases containing clay figures illustrating various phases 
of Chinese domestic life, marriage and funeral ceremonies, official 
and bridal processions, and so on. Before these cases, which are 
contributed, we believe, by the Tientsin Custom-house, his 
Majesty stayed some time, examining with interested and 
intelligent curiosity the strange customs and curiosities of 
civilisation, which these figures, familiar no doubt to most o 
our readers, so admirably and faithfully represent. These figures 
show very fully the various costumes, Court, priestly, and homely, 
of the Chines people, from that of the red-buttoned mandarin 
with his peacock’s feather and his embroidered robes, to that 
extremely light and airy costume known as that of the Peking 
beggar. His Majesty’s questions as to the several costumes, ranks, 
and so on were all responded to by Mr. Hannen, whose long 
residence in China and acquaintance with the language enable 
him to explain to his Majesty the peculiarities of Chinese civili- 
sation, and its many divergencies from the beaten tracks of the 
Western world. The splendid collection of the Ven. Archdeacon 
Gray, of Canton, next elicited his Majesty’s warm admiration, 
while Colonel Cooke’s (Ningpc) carved wood bedstead, &c., were 
alsonoted and eulogised. Mr. Hannen then conducted his Majesty 
through the Raw Produce department, explained the properties, 
uses, and method of preparation of the many curiosities there 
exhibited, medicines, China coals, metals, beancake, tobacco, 
sugar, tea, paper (the huge packages of which ready for ship- 
ment in their bamboo withes presented a very Chinese appear- 
ance), and a thousand and one other objects which his Majesty 
duly observed, but which we need not enumerate. We must not, 
however, omit the specimens of native Chinese iron, contributed, 
with some details of the Foochow Arsenal, by M. Giquel, the 
able and energetic director of the Arsenal at Foochow. ‘These 
specimens are admirably arranged, and illustrate in a most useful 
and scientific manner the metal products and industries of the 
southern portions of the Chinese Empire. 

His Majesty was escorted by Mr. Hannen to the entrance of 
the side gallery, where the collection made by the Austrian Con- 
sul-General in Hong Kong is exhibited, and here his Majesty 
was received by Mr. von Overbeck, and conducted through the 
gallery, which is a sort of bazaar, full of objects of curiosity and 
merit, Ulustrating the knick-knacks and minor objects of art 
which enter into Chinese ordinary life. It contains also a really 
magnificent carved Ningpo bedstead, Imperial I might call it 
in design and elaborate execution ; some very fine embroideries, 

reelain and ivories, nearly all of which are marked “ ver- 

auft,” having been eagerly purchased by an appreciative public. 

We have much pleasure in calling attention to the very in- 
tererting collection of M. Edward von Bavier, Consul for Den- 
mark at Yokohama, which has been managed with great 
ingenuity and ability, by his brother, M. Ernest Bavier. Among 
the machines are to be found specimens of yee apparatus, 
representing the three chief methods of reeling, as well as the 
famous loom for crépe mening, and the loom for heavy brocades. 
All these are set to work daily by three Japanese specially sent 
over to explain them ; and the operation, as well as the exhibi- 
tion of the finished fabrics, appear to excite general interest. It 
is unnecessary to say that in such a collection great space is 
afforded for the exhibition of raw produce—cocoons, raw silk, 
waste silk, &c., in every variety. In the statistical department, 
amidst the silk price-tables for the last ten years, isa huge co- 
loured chart showing the different districts where the silk is 
reared, and an approximate estimate of their annual out-turn. 
In fact, nothing seems to be wanting to the completeness of the 
Exhibition except a catalogue. We are induced to ask if this 
collection could not, at the close of the season in Vienna, be 
brought to London and exhibited here. 


A JAPANESE Prince, who has been at the naval academy at Washing- 
ton since May, 1872, under an arrangement made with the Japanese 
Government, for the nautical education of some of its youths, has re- 
signed his privilege, but without assigning any specific reason.

THE CONDITION OF CHINA. 

Dr. LeacE, the great Chinese scholar, has recently been 
making a tour through the North of China, and has given 
to the public his impressions of what he there heard and 
saw in a lecture delivered at a meeting of the Shanghai 
Asiatic Society. It might have been supposed that as he 
happened to visit Peking on the eve of the settlement of the 
Audience question, and as the province through which he 
travelled on his way to and from the capital has now for 
some years been under the sway of the active and redoubt- 
able Li-HuUNG-CHANG, that the tale he would have to tell 
would have been of increasing light in dark places and of 
manifestations of able and effective provincial administra- 
tion. If any traces of such growing enlightenment had 
been visible we may be quite sure that they would not 
have been overlooked by Dr. Leace. , No foreigner has 
ever studied so deeply the ancient literature of China as he 
has, and no one, as his writings testify, has formed a juster 
estimate of the many illustrious men whose names adorn 
the page of his history, or of the value of the institutions 
which have maintained intact through so many ages the 
mighty Empire of the “Middle Kingdom.” He would 
not, therefore, be prone to lead us astray as to the actual 
condition of affairs at and about Peking, and he had no 
lack of opportunities of judging of the disposition of the 
authorities and of the efficiency or the reverse of their rule. 

What, then, does he tell us? He says, “The impression 
“remaining strongest on my mind is that of the incom- 
“ petency of the present Government, and that it has in 
“ fact practically abdicated its functions.” And again, “ As 
“ fat as I could ascertain, at more than one Legation in 
“ Peking, there is not the slighest symptom of any change 
“coming over the spirit of the Government. Things are 
“ moving—going forward in consequence of the progress 
“of events, but the minds of the rulers, the spirit of the 
“ Government, lags as far behind as it did thirty years 
“ago. The Government of China seems to be irreme- 
“ diable—incurable.” These are strong opinions, and, at 
first sight, one of the principal grounds which led him to 
form them, namely, the disgraceful state of the roads in 
the vicinity of the capital, may appear scarcely to warrant 
them. But it is nevertheless true that bad roads are a 
very tangible sign of an impoverished and enfeebled State. 
In modern. English life what is more truly indicative of a 
weak and broken-down squire than the sight of a ruined 
lodge-gate, approached by a road full of ruts, and through 
which may be seen a neglected carriage drive leading to a 
dismantled mansion? And as it is with individuals, so it 
is with Governments. What more plainly points to the 
vigour and wisdom of the ancient Roman rule than the 
splendid roads which traversed every province, however 
distant, which owned its sway, from the Pillars of Hercules 
to the Euphrates, and from the southern confines of Egypt 
to the north of Britain? And what need have we of any 
further proof of the rotten state of China than the condi- 
tion of the high road between the capital and the principal 
port 3 

In fact, whatever test we apply to the efficiency of the 
present Government of China, the same negative result is 
obtained. In no department of administration, except in 
Sesto a of military stores, is any vitality to be 
found. e financial system of the Empire is, and has 
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been for years, in a state of collapse ; the Mandarinate ig 
corrupt to the core; the great public works, the traces of 
which are the sole remaining memorials of the former 
greatness of China, are all in ruins, and if an attempt is 
made to patch them up, it is that the lion’s share of the 
money set apart for the purpose may find its way into the 
pockets of the officials of the district. We e with Dr, 
LEGGE in believing the present condition of the Empire to 
be hopeless, but the fault lies with its rulers. The people 
are as capable now as ever they were of great things, and 
it is to them that we must look for the regeneration of 
China. 

A TELEGRAM from Bombay reports the death of Mr. T. . 
CHISHOLM ANSTEY. Mr. ANSTEY sat in Parliament for 
several years as representative of an Irish borough, and 
made himself conspicuous for some time by his persistent. 
attacks on the policy of Lord PALMERSTON. On one 
memorable occasion Mr. ANSTEY moved a kind of general 
impeachment of Lord PALMERSTON’s policy, and supported 
it in a speech which occupied six or seven hours. He was 
appointed Attorney-General at Hong Kong in 1854, and 
resigned the office some four years afterwards, under cir- 
cumstances which will be fresh in the recollection of our 
readers. He has since been chiefly engaged at the Bombay 
bar ; and the last time he was prominently before the home 
public was when engaged as a commissioner to inquire into 
the Bridgewater election petition. 


THE proposal of an International Commission, to meet 
at Constantinople, in order to determine the standard ton- 
nage of ships, with a view to settle the question of the 
levying of the Suez Canal dues, having been accepted by 
the Maritime Powers, the Porte has invited those Powers 
to send one or two delegates, and suggests that the 15th of 
September be fixed for the opening of the Conference. 


A RUMOUR which has been current that Mr. W. H. 
Grecory, the Governor of Ceylon, will shortly resign, is 
incorrect. Mr. GREGORY will visit England next spring, 
but will afterwards return to Ceylon to complete his term 
of office.

THE PRODUCTION OF TEA IN JAPAN. 
(CONCLUDED. ) 
We subjoin the conclusion of our digest of the Blue- 
book on the production of Tea in Japan, which was com- 
menced in our last issue. 


Mr, Acting Vice-Consul Wilkinson’s report on the trade of 
Hiogo and Osaka continues :— 

The shipments by foreign merchants to open ports in J apen, 
which were set down at 2,572,800 lbs. in 1868, had fallen 
to 519,344 lbs. in 1871; and, as some of the merchants who 
have hitherto confined themselves to purchasing for the Yoko- 
hama market, are now erecting pans, the tea purchased here will 
lensed soon be all shipped direct. The foreign merchants of 

iogo and Osaka have not, however, yet been able to get 
all the trade into their hands.) Yokohama had been too long 
established for its commerce to be suddenly diverted from it. 
Considerable quantities continued to be sent there, some 
by the native merchants themselves, and some by the fo- 
reign agents of Yokohama houses, from whom the native 
merchants received advances on the shipments. The ad- 
vantages which foreign steamers offered gained great part of 
the junk trade coastwise. In 1870-71, when there was the largest 
number of shipments in foreign bottoms on native account, the 
tea shipped thus was 1,733,280 lbs, These shipments have since 
fallen ae | but it is supposed that the trade has been transferred 
to native steamers, which now ply regularly between Osaka, 
Yokohama, and other ports. A vary lass proportion of the 
shipments have been for the United States, anda very insignifi- 
cant quantity has gone to London. In the exports from Hiogo- 
and Osaka in 1870-71 there were 2,099,531 Ibs. sentto the United 
States, and only 221,022 lbs, to London ; and, in the following 
season, when the shipments into the United States had risen to- 
3,773,814 Ibs., the export to London had entirely ceased. Japan 
teas find very little sale in the. English naarket. Out of 
145,000,000 Ibs. of tea imported into the United Kingdom in 
1869, only 1,036,000 Ibs. were Japan teas; and in 1870 the 
proportion was still less, being no more thar: 397,000 Ibe. in 
140,000,000 Ibs. Nor does the whole quantity, small a3 it is,

the United States or Canada. It is very questionable, indeed, 
whether Japan teas ever entered extensively into consumption 
in England, for, although for a few years after the open- 
ing of Yokvhama to foreign trade a much larger quantity 
of Japan teas were sent to England than now, they were 
then repurchased for the American market. They were sent 
to London because it was the great mart for teas of all 
kinds. The tea trade was then procnelly in the hands of 
English houses, and the tea was still sent home by sailing veasels 


round the Cape of Good Hope. But the Pacific Mail Line of 
steamers—which began to run between China, Japan, and San 
Francisco in 1867, offered such facilities for rapid and direct 


communication with the United States that the trade gradually 
ceased to follow ita old roundabout course. Direct importation 
into the United States will be further stimulated by the new 
tariff which came into operation last July—abolishing the duty 
on all teas imported direct from the country where they were 
grown, while a duty of 10 per cent. is levied on teas imported 
through other countries. The total imports of tea into New 
York from the beginning of January to the 20th of June, 1871, 
were 36,000,000 lbs., of which 7,500,000 lbs. were Japan teas, 
and during the corresponding period of 1872 there were 
Sone Ibe. of Japan teas out of a total of 37,500,000 lbs, im-

PeThe taste for teas differs in America and in England. In Ame- 
rica the prevailing taste is for green or uncoloured teas ; while in 
England it is for black teas; and it has been found easier and 
more profitable to prepare Japan teas as the former than as the 
latter. The difference between these two classes depends greatly 
on the original quality of the leaf, as one tea is naturally more 
suitable for being made a green tea than another. But it de- 

nds also on the preparation, and it is possible out of the same 
feat to make either green tea or black tea. In the preparation 








ity that so 
much should be sacrificed to the appearance of the leaf. It 
gives a temptation, too, to look for other means of colouring 
which would not be so unobjectionable, but which would cause 
less logs to the exporter. 

The colour of the liquor which Japanese uncoloured tea draws 
is like that which is drawn by fine Oolongs—a pale olive ; but 
it is not so bright as that drawn by the finest es of China 

een teas. Great importance is attached to the colour of the 

iquor drawn by all these teas, as it is a rule that the finer the 
pine of the tea the paler is the liquor it draws. In ordinary China 

lack teas the flavour of the liquor is considered much more than 
the colour, which is generally reddish. It should not, however, 
be muddy, as that indicates that it has been adulterated. 

As to the cultivation of tea in Japan, I have not yet been 
able to verify the information I have received from native 
sources. The foreign merchant purchases the tea in his own 
warehouse. A sample is brought to him by a Japanese vendor, 
whether owner of the teas or only an agent he does not know.’ He 
buys the parcel according to the sample. The parcels differ in 
size. Early in the season there are usually ten or twelve piculs 
in a parcel ; but later on parcels are sold of 100 to 200 piculs, or 
even more. The ordinary teas come down in rough-made cheats, 
papered inside, each chest containing on an average 60 lbs. ; but 
the finest descriptions come down in jars, holding from 35 to 36 lbs. 
On the arrival of the tea it is first inspected, to see whether it is 
equal to muster. If it is accepted it 1s then fired. This is done, 
as has already been stated, in iron pans. These pans are of: 
different sizes; the larger-sized, led Canton pans, will fire 
about five pounds at a time, and the smaller-sized, called Fychow 
pans, fire about three pounds. Some of the pans are set flat and 
some sloping, some teamen preferring one way and some another.

‘tea is brought at an early stage. But the Japanese have not 
yet adopted this method, and when the teas reach the foreign 
merchant they are no longer in a fit condition for undergoing 
the process. This difficulty might be overcome ; and I have seen 
a small parcel of Japan tea thus prepared, but it would not be 
found remunerative. There is a want of body in the Japan tea, 
and lower grades would not compete successfully with the corre- 
nding grades of China tea, The latter can be produced more 
cheaply, and gives a liquor more suitable to Euglish tastes. In 
the original quality of the leaf, too, Japan teas are more suitable 
for green teas. In Awa there is some tea of a darker colour, but 
it is not a large item in the market. They are not, however, equal 
to the green teas of China, and cannot compete with them suc- 
cessfully in the English market. The China tea which they most 
closely resemble is the Oolong, an uncoloured green tea, greatly 
liked in America. But they are inferior to the Oolong, they 
have less body, and do not bring so high a price. They supply 
a want, however, in supplementing Oolong tea, and as such fetch 
a higher price than they would fetch in England as black teas. 
In addition to the sweating of the leaf above referred to, the 
reparation of black and green teas differs in the manner of firing. 
Bick teas are tired in baskets ; but it is found that the bluish- 
green colour of the leaf, which’ is preferred in America, is best 
produced by firing in iron pans, which is the method pursued in 
China also in firing green teas. Japan teas, however, are not, as 
a rule, coloured with any pigment. In the preparation of China 
green teas there is a mixture used of gypsum and Prussian blue, 
or indigo. The gypsum gives them a glaze and a pearly a 
pearance, and the Prussian blue gives the blue colour. The 
combination gives a glazed slate colour, differing in shade accord- 
ing to the proportions of the ay oe’ used. This mixture is 
put into the pans when firing, from a teaspoonful to two tea- 
spoonfuls to every five pounds of tea. 

In Nagasaki an imitation of Chinese green tea is prepared and 
exported under the names of Gunpowder, Hyson, Young Hyson, 
and Twankay. These are coloured in this manner, but all or 
nearly all the tea that goes from Yokohama or Hiogo is un- 
coloured—that is, the only colouring it receives is from the action 
of the heat and the metal pans. In order to produce the colour 
by this means, the tea is very highly fired. This gives the 
liquor drawn from it what teamen call a “biscuity” flavour, 
which is liked in America, but which is not liked in England so 
well as the more mellow flavour which teas have when not so 
highly fired. Tea is not improved by high firing, except that it 
will keep longer withcu’ deteriorating, and this, no doubt, is an 
advantage in the eyes 07 dealers. But in the process of firing 
it loses more, and as the leaf is rendered more brittle, there is a 

er proportion of dust. In basket-firing it is found that tea 
will lose from 3 to 5 per cent. ; while if fired in pans it will lose 
9 per cent. There were great complaints from America last 
year on account of the dust, and an attempt has been made to 
get rid of it by sifting the tea before packing. It is very diffi- 
cult to do so effectually, and the loss is proportionately increased. 
In the tea will lose 3 per cent., which, together with the 
9 per cent. lost in drying, makes a total loss of 12 per cent. 
The aifting, however, is Lettal remunerative, as the tea when 
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firing, and the time occupied therefore varies considerably, the 
shortest being about thirty-five minutes, and the longest an hour 
and a half. On the average, however, a woman will fire about 
forty pounds a day. After the tea is fired it is now generally 
sifted ; one house makes use of a machine for the purpose, but it 
is commonly done by coolies with hand sieves. It is then weighed 
into half-chest boxes, so that all the boxes of a particular line of 
tea. may be of the same weight. The average weight is about 
46 lbs. The weight depends on the quality of the tea. The 
lower the grade the lighter it weighs. Thus a box which will 
contain 55 Iba. of the choicest tea will have only 44 Ibs. of the 
common grade. The boxes are lined with tea lead, which is 
soldered down. The lids are then put on, and the labels pasted 
on the face of the box, and glazed over with tea oil. When this 
is dry, usually the next day, the boxes are matted, and a label 
similar to that put on the face of the chest is put on the matting, 
this label is also oiled. The boxes are then ratanned, and are 
ready for shipment. For the San Francisco market a small quan- 
tity is put up into 1 Ib. ppeal parcels and 4 Ib. boxes, but tea 
does not keep well in small packages, and the paper of the par- 
cels spoils the tea. 

When the tea is packed in half-chests it is packed while still 
hot, as it then packs closer and keeps the flavour. But it is found 
that tea in cooling gains weight, even if soldered down, the usual 
increase being about 14 per cent. When it is packed in bulk in 
chests the merchant gains this ; but when it is put into 1 lb. par- 
cels these cannot be sold as more than 1 lh. each. In order, 
therefore, to have the exact weight, some of the mercliants let 
the tea cool before parcelling it. 

The hands employed in the firing godowns are either Chinese 
or Japanese. One or two Chinamen superintend the work, and 
the rest are all Japanese. Japanese women attend the pans. 
The wages, which in 1869 was about eight or ten tempoes a day, 
is now from sixteen to twenty tempoes, the tempoe being not 
guite one halfpenny. The carrying, weighing, packing, and other 
heavy work is performed by Japanese coolies, of whom there is 
about one to every six women engaged in firing. Thus in one 
godown, where there are 180 women employed, there are thirty 
coolies. The wages of the latter are from fifteen to twenty-two

p to the present time Yokohama has been able to keep 
ahead of Hiogo in the quantity of tea exported. It is difficult to 
say exactly how far this depends on the advantages which that 
port has gained by its early opening to foreign trade, and how 
far it depends on its position towards the tea districts. But we 
have seen that there is still a large quantity of tea actually ex- 
ported from this district to Yokohama, which will in the natural 
course of things be eventually exported direct from Hiogo. The 
teamen here expect also that by the opening of a railway from 
Isuruga to Kiota, which has been talked < of for some time, to join 
the projected railway from Kiota to Hiogo, the trade of the weat- 
coast districts which now goes to Yokohama will be diverted to 
Hiogo and Osaka. 

As to the qualities of the teas brought to the two markets, so 
far as they come from the same districts, no distinction can be 
drawn.

The export of Black Tea has advanced, with little interruption, 
from 64,138 piculs in 1865 to 148,420 last year. Green seems to 
have declined from 136,053 to 58,076. 

The total number of ships entered was 536. Of these 136 
were British, under Shanghai river steamer pass, and 36 lorchas, 
under Chinkiang pass. 332 were American steamers, under like 
conditions ; and 26 lorchas, 5 German lorchas, and 1 Danish 
make up the gross number. The number of river steamers has 
increased from 400 in 1869 to 468 last year. In the same space 
of time the number of steamers, ships, and lorchas entered in- 
creased from 60 to 68.

In a table showing the nationality in the carrying trade from 
and to foreign countries, the result is 22, for it seems that no 
such trade was done at all. Yet the 14 “nationalities” that 
might have figured there are all set down in the most solemn 
manner, all cast out zl, all added up nil. There are no less 
than 210 of these nzls in this table—-p. 175—which an uninitiated 
reader might have thought could be settled in one nil for all. 
But it seems that this would not suit the official mind, which 
believes that the reader must be vely told to calculate 210 
nothings one after another for himself, and then add them 
together with what profit he may. It is seldom that any relief 
is found from the formidable and monotonous arrays of figures 
in these reports and tables; but to put 160 ciphers one after 
another, and then add them up, and hand in an “account” of 
them tied in red tape is an amusing triumph reserved for the 
customs of Kiukiang. In the table of trade with the other 
ports, Kiukiang really had something to work upon, for there 
are no more than 173 nis in that account to weigh (if such 
things have any weight) against some 51 absolute entities, from 
which we learn, after untying the red tape, the notable fact that 
45 vessels were employed in this department, 19 of which were 
British, 23 American, 2 German, and 1 French, It must be a 
very pleasant port in some respects—Kiukiang.

The export of Silk was piculs 2,144, of which 1,973 went to 
Hong Kong. 

The export of Sugar was piculs 79,294 White, 229,420 Brown, 
and 9,146 Candy, making a total of 317,861. The greatest part 
of this went to Hankow, and half as much to Tientsin. 

The Shipping entered inwards numbered 964, of which 248 
were British, 547 River Steamers, 24 American, and 110 Ger- 
man. The proportion cleared outwards was, of course, very 
similar. 

The general import duties amounted to Tls. 161,868 ; Opium, 
Tl, 28,457 ; export, Tls. 510,303 ; Opium, Ts, 1,921 ; Tonnage 
Dues, Tls. 23,528 ; and Coast Trade, Ils. 31,717, making a total 
of Tls.1,057,799. 

In the comparative statement of some of the principal articles 
of import from 1867 to 1872 we find Indian Cotton declining 
from $5,066,271 to $2,539,141 ; Grey Drills, from $59,631 to 
$18,612 ; Handkerchiefs, from 33,118 dozens, to 23,079 dozens. 
Grey Shirtings, which in 1867 were 112,278 pieces, were in 1872 
59,829. White Shirtings were 56,817 ps. in 1867 ; were in 1872 
56,264. T-Cloths, which in 1878 were 71,171 ps., fell to 69,390 
in 1872. Opium fell—Malwa from piculs 1,233 in 1867 to piculs 
698 in 1872; and Patna, from piculs 1,233 in 1867, to piculs 
250 in 1872. Piece Goods showed 696 in 1867, against 677 in 
1872. In Woollens, Camlets had fallen from 3,549 ps. in 1867 
to 1,712 in 1872. “ Flannels and Woollens,” fell from 1,083 ps. 
in. 1867 to 175 ps. in 1872. Habit and Medium Cloth showed 
3,375 ps. in 1867—2,832 ps.in 1872. Lastings declined more 
than one half in the same time. Long Ells were little better off, 
showing only 3,587 ps. in 1872, against 6,200 in 1867. Spanish 
Stripes are 3,787 ps., against 6,509 ; and Woollen and Cotton 
mixtures 9,122 ps., against 9,947. Woollen and Cotton mixtures 
were 9,947 ps. in 1867, and 9,122 in 1872. 

In the principal articles of export during the same period we 
find Silk (Raw and Thrown) was piculs 9,272 in 1867 and piculs 
18,319 in 1872—having steadily increased year by year. Silk 
Piece Goods showed piculs 4,592 in 1867 and 5,336 in 1872. 
Sugar, piculs 215,636 in 1867, showed 317,862 last year. Black 
Tea was piculs 88,978 in 1867, and reached 95,815 in 1872, then 
for the first time recovering the decline of the intermediate years. 
Green Tea was piculs 14,677 in 1867 and 14,473 in 1872—also 
apparently showing recovery from a long period of depression, or 
at least of want of increase. 

The statement of the total value of the trade and the 
amount of duty at Canton shows that the imports in 1860 were 
$18,415,727. This ey are to have been an exceptionally pros- 
perous year, as they fell rapidly, and, in the reaction only re- 
covered themselves so far as $16,802,553 in 1872. Exports, on 
the contrary, with a few breaks, progressed from $16,257,623 
in 1860 to $25,691,712 last year. 

The trade for 1872 amounted to $20,304,894, of which 
$16,341,942 were for Hong Kong. 

In a table showing the share taken by each nationality in the 
carrying trade to and from foreign countries, we find that Great 
Britain had 70 vessels employed out of a total of 151. Germany 
employed 49, America 12, the rest are insignificant. 

n another table showing the share taken by each nationality 
in the carrying trade between Canton and the other Treaty Porta 
of China, Great Britain had 32 vessels employed out of 73, Ger- 
many employing 29. 


Habul and Military. 


Orders have been received at Chatham directing a detachment of 100 
non-commissioned officers and men of the 1st battalion 10th Regiment, 
the depot companies of which are quartered at Chatham, to be held in 
readiness to embark for the Straits Settlements, to augment the mili- 
tary force serving at that station. The order directs that no man is to 
be selected for embarkation with the detachment who has completed 
eighteen years’ service, or who is under twenty years of age. Should 
there not be a sufficient number of men eligible in the Ist Battalion 
the draft is to be made up by transfers from the 2nd Battalion. The 
officers ordered to be held in readiness to embark with the troops are 
Captain T. Scott and Lieutenant G. Hood. 

The Greenwich Hospital pension of £80 a year for field officers of the 
Royal Marines, vacant by the death of Major-General J. Clarke on the 
18th ult., has been awarded to Major-General Wm. B. Langford from 
that date. Major-General Langford entered the corps of Royal Marines 
in January, 1828, and from September, 1841, to September, 1846, while 
attached to the North Star, he participated in the operations of the ex- 
peditionary force in China, and was rewarded with a medal for his ser- 
vices, 

The Euphfatea, Captain D’Arcy Irvine, is about to convey the 57th 
Regiment from Portsmouth to Colombo, and there embark another re- 
giment for Bombay, calling at Beypore, Calicut, or Cannanore, and 
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landing troops if found necessary. The 57th has been on home service 
since its return from New Zealand in 1867. ~ 

The Amethyst, composite corvette, Captain F. R. Purvis, which is 
fitting at Devonport for the China station, is now rapidly progressing 
in her equipment. 

The Rev. W. A. Walton, successor of the Rev. J. L. Lamont, of Hong 
Kong, has been appointed Presbyterian chaplain to the troops at Porte- 
mouth. 


THE HEALTH OF THE ARMY IN THE FAR EAST. 

From the Report of the Army Medical Department for 1871 we 
extract the following statements with reference to the troops serving 
in China, Japan, Straits Settlements, Ceylon, and Labuan:— 

CHINA. 

In the beginning of the year the troops employed in China consisted 
of a battery of Royal Artillery, a detachment of Royal Engineers, and 
the Headquarters and four companies of the 75th Regiment. In the 
middle of August the Head-quarters and four companies of the Ist Bat- 
talion 10th Regiment from Japan relieved the 75th Regiment, which 
embarked for the Cape of Good Hope. The average strength of the 
European troops in China during the year was 516; the admissions 
into hospital were 681, and the deaths 3. These numbers give the 
ratio of 1,320 admissions and 5°82 deaths per 1,000 of mean strength— 
both much under the proportion of the preceding year. General 
diseases were only half as prevalent as in 1570, and gave rise to no 
deaths. The reduction was confined to the febrile group, there being 
an increase of 19 per 1,000 in the constitutional group. There was 
a considerable increase in the admissions by continued ferers, but sixty 
of the cases were returned under the head of febricula, and a large 
proportion of these was probably the result of intemperance. Paroz- 
ysmal Ferera were very wuch less prevalent than in 1870, but were still 
a considerable cause of inefficiency. The cases were chiefly of the re- 
mittent form, and the 75th Begiment furnished much the largest pro- 
portion of them, 126 out of 140 cases of remittent fever having 
occurred in it. There was a slight increase in the admissions for rheu- 
matigm, and an increase of 34 per J,000 in those for syphilis. A large 
proportion of the cases were secondary syphilis, and as half of these 
occurred in the 10th Regiment, it is probable they were to a great ex- 
tent the consequence of primary disease contracted in Japan. Oph- 
thalmia, which in 1870 was exceptionally high, fell to about the average 
of previous years. ‘Thero-was a decrease in diseases of the circulatory 
system, but an increase uf those of the urinary system, and in those of 
the cutancous system. Accidental injuries were considerably lower than 
in 1870, and, as in that year, no self-inflicted injuries appear in the 
returns. 

The Asiatic troops during the year consisted of the Gun Lascars and 
the 13th Regiment of Madras Native Infantry. Their average strength 
was 936 ; the admiasions into hospital during the year were 1,174, and 
the deaths were seven. The admissions were in the ratio of 1,254, and 
the deaths of 7°48 per 1,000 of mean strength ; both lower than in the 
preceding year, but particularly the deaths, 

General diseases were much less prevalent than in 1870, the reduc- 
tion being confined, however, to the febrile group. ruptire Ferere 
were greatly in excess of the preceding year, from the prevalence of 
small-pox. This disease prevailed as an epidemic among the civil popu- 
lation of Hong Hong in the beginning of the year, and extended to the 
native troops, among whom twenty-five cases occurred without a death. 
Nineteen of the cases bore satisfactory marks of vaccination, four of 
small-pox, and one had no satisfactory mark. All the cases were of a 
mild form. Paroxysmal Fevers were much less prevalent than in 1870, 
but wero still the cause of nearly one-fourth of the admissions. The 
cases were all returned as ague. There was a considerable increase in 
the prevalence of rheumatism, and syphilis gave rise to a very small 
proportion of the sickness. There was a considerable increase in the 
ratio of admissions by diseases of the digestire system, chiefly from the 
prevalence of diarrhoca in April, May, June, and September, and of dysen- 
tery in January, and a very marked increase in diseases of the cufancous 
system. The latter was principally due to the prevalence of itch, of 
which 139 cases occurred in the Madras Regiment, and twelve among 
the Gun Lascars. The admissions by ulcers and boils were also more 
numerous than in the preceding year. There was an increase of 
twelve per 1,000 in accidental injuries ; but, as in 1870, there was no 
case of self-inflicted injury. 

Deputy-Inspector General Crocker states that, having recently ar- 
rived in this command, he is unable to state anything from personal 
observation with regard to the health of the troops during the period 
of this report, but having carefully perused the reports from the several 
medical officers, he finds they all concur in stating that the year was 
exceptionally healthy. As regards the white troops, the amount of 
sickness has been considerably less than in the preceding year, the de- 
crease being specially marked in malarious diseases of a remittent type, 
which are generally owing to local or climatic causes. The following 
sanitary improvements have been effected during the year :—Her Ma- 
jesty’s ship Meeanee, having been fitted up as a hospital for the revep- 
tion of sick, and moored in the harbour, rendered the hospital on shore 
ayailable for other purposes, and accordingly the main block has been 
converted into barracks for men, and the west block for officers’ 
quarters, This increased accommodation has, no doubt, had a bene- 
ficial effect on the health of the occupants. In the north barracks a 
new ablution room, latrines, urinals, and bath-rooms have been erected, 
and the old buildings removed. In the Victoria Barracks the drainage 
has been improved by making a surface drain at the back of the east 
block, and bambous have been planted about them, as recommegded by 
the former principal medical officer. In the Murray Barracks, the ven- 
tilation of No. 3 and 4 officers’ quartera, which was very defective, has 
been improved ; and in the Fletcher Barracks cook-houses have been 
fitted up, and the drainage improved in the rear of the buildings. 
Lastly, punkahs have been provided for the hospital ship Mecanee, 
which has contributed materially to the comfort of the patients during 
the hot weather. The lighting of the several barracks is still effected 
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by means of the old oil-lamps, which afford a miserable and insufficient 
light, and ityis very desirable that gas, which is now in general use in 
the city, should be extended to the buildings occupied by the troops. 


JAPAN. 

The garrison of Japan consisted of the Ist battalion of the 10th 
Regiment, with detachments of Royal Artillery and Royal Engineers, 
till the 7th of August, when it was withdrawn, and replaced by Royal 
Marines. The average strength of the garrison during that period was 
658, representing an average annual strength of 395. The admissions 
into hospital were 698, and the deaths 14, including one of an invalid 
at Hong Kong on his way to England. The annual ratio of admissions, 
therefore, was 1,767, and of deaths 35°44 per 1,000 of mean annual 
strength ; both considerably in excess of the results in the preceding 
year. 

The febrile group of general diseases was nearly thrice as prevalent, 
and more than four times as fatal, as in 1870, but there was a decrease 
in the prevalence of the constitutional group. It was stated in the last 
report that amallpox in an epidemic form had spread from the civil 
population to the troops, aud was still prevailing at the end of the year. 
It continued among them till the beginning of February, causing four- 
teen admissions and two deaths. All the cases bore satisfactory marks 
of previous vaccination. During this period also, an officer, who had 
been attacked in December, died. Three women were attacked, of 
whom one died ; and four children, all of whom recovered. There was 
a great prevalence of enteric fever, sixty cases having been admitted, of 
whom six dicd. The disease broke out among the troops in June, and 
continued till the date of their withdrawal. It was not at the time 
epidemic among the civil population. During the prevalence of this 
epidemic the admissions for simple continued fever and febricula were 
unusually numerous. heumutisa. was much more prevalent than in 
1870, but there was a marked reduction in the cases of primary syphilis, 
the annual ratio of admissions by which, however, still amounted to 
ninety-four per 1,000, and by secondary syphilis to seventy-one per 
1,000. There were twelve cases of scurvy admitted. They occurred in 
men who had arrived from England in the Golden Eagle, and are stated 


to have been the result of a very insufficient supply of lime juice, and | 


the limited quantity of preserved vegetables on board that vessel. There 
was a reduction in the prevalence of diseascs of the circulatory and diges- 
tive systems, and a very marked one in cases of gonorrhaa, included 
with diseases of the urinary system ; and there was a.moderate increase 
in diseases of the respiratory and cutaneous systems. The admissions by 
delirium tremens and alcoholic poisoning were only half as numerous as 
in 1870, but one of the cases proved fatal. 

Surgeon Orton, Ist Battalion, 10th Regiment, writes, in his Sanitary 
Report fur 1871, as follows :—“ The conclusions to which the last 
period of service at Yokohama has brought me are—1. That new huts 
are absolutely necessary should troops continue to be quartered there, 
and these should be built on a better plan and of better materials ; 2. 
That the camp requires an organised system of drains ; 3. That the 
latrines as they now are cannot but be sources of polution to the air 
all about them, and of danger to anyone entering them; 4. That pun- 
kahs are necessary at night during the hot weather, and that means 
should be taken to check the breeding of musquitocs in camp ; 5. That 
attractive employment should be found for the men during their leisure 
time. That the dutics should be lightened as far as possible, and that 
the camp should be made more comfurtable and more attractive.” 

A mass of tables accompany the reports, showing the number of ad- 
missions to hospital for the respective diseases. We purpose in our 
issue of next week to give a summary of the reports from the Straits 
Settlements and Ceylon. 


Srraits SETTLEMENTS. 

The troops employed in the beginuing of the year consisted of two 
batteries vf Royal Artillery, and the left wing of the 75th Regiment. 
Early in September the left wing of the Ist battalion of the 10th 
Regiment arrived from Japan to relieve the 75th, which embarked for 
the Cape of Good Hope. The average strength of white troops for the 
year was 571, the admissions into hospital were 907, and the deaths 10, 
including 2 of invalides at Netley. These numbers gave the ratio of 
1,588 admissions and 17°55 deaths per 1,000 of mean strength, both 
much higher than in the preceding year. There was a very great in- 
crease in the prevalence of both groups of general diseases, but most 
marked in the febrile group. The increase in it was due to the prevalence 
of ague and febricula, the admissions by both having been more than twice 
as numerous as in the preceding year. The increase in the constitu- 
tional group was almost entirely in cases of syphilis, the admissions 
by which were as high as 119 per 1,000 of the strength. There was a 
reduction in the amount of diseases of the nervous system, chiefly neu- 
talgin ; of the circulatory system, both in valve disease of the heart and 
in palpitation ; of the digestive system, particularly dyspepsia and hepa- 
titis, but somewhat counterbalanced by an increase of diarrhea and 
dysentery ; and of the generative system in orchitis, while there was a 


slight increase in some of the other classes, especially diseases of the- 


cutangous system. There was a very marked decrease in accidental in- 
juries. One death occurred from accidental poisoning, by cyanide of 
potassium, in the Acting Master Tailor of the wing of the 75th Regi- 
ment, who swallowed a solution of it by mistake for quinine. There 
was also one death by self-inflicted injury—that of a private of the 
75th Regiment, who shot himself with his rifle.. 

In the middle of March the 19th relieved the 7th Regiment of Ma- 
dras Native Infantry. The average strength of the Asiatic troops 
during the year was 627 ; the admissions into hospital were 1,120, and 
the deaths 11, being respectively in the ratio of 1,786 and 17°54 per 
1,000 vf mean strength. The febrile group of general diseases gave 
rise to a very high rate of admissions, almost entirely from the pre- 
valence of ague. Two deaths occurred—one from enteric, and the other 
from remittent fever. The ratio of admissions by the constitutional 

up was high, four-fifths of the cases being rheumatism. There was 
yery little syphilis among the Asiatic troops, only seven cases of pri- 
mary and eight of secondary having been admitted. Ophthulmia was 
a cause of considerable inefficiency, the adinissions by it having 
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amounted to 81 per 1,000 of the strength. Diseases of the digestive 
system were very prevalent, particularly dysentery, diarrhaa, dyspepsia, 
and colic. The mortality by this class chiefly arose from dysentery, six 
out of seven deaths having been caused by it. The very high ratio of 
admissions by diseases of the cutancous system was principally due to 
ulcers, boils, and itch. There were no deaths from injuries either ac- 
cidental or self-inflicted. Surgeon-Major Reade reports that the sani- 
tary condition of the barracks and hospitals, and the general health of 
the troops, throughout the year, have been satisfactory. 
CEYLON. 

The garrison during the year consisted of two battalions of Royal 
Artillery and the 73rd Regiment. The average strength was 974, the 
admissions into hospital were 1,133, and the deaths were 12, including 
those of invalids on their passage home and at Netley. These numbers 
give the ratio of 1,163 admissions, and 12°32 deaths per 1,000 of mean 
strength, both considerably lower than in the preceding year. The 
wulmissivns have been one sixth under, and the deaths little more than 
half the average of the preceding ten years. General diseases were 
more prevalent and fatal than in 1870, the excess occurring in ,the 
febrile group alone. Hruptire Fevers caused only two admissions—one 
of small-pox in the Royal Artillery, and one of cow-pox in the 73rd 
Regiment. Although small-pox prevailed as an epidemic in the native 
town of Colombo for many months, only one modified case occurred © 
among the white troops,  Coatinued Ferers were considerably more 
prevalent than in 1870. They occurred chiefly in the 73rd Regiment 
at Colombo, 73 of the cases having occurred in it there. None of the 
cases proved fatal. Parorysmal Fevers were very little more prevalent 
than in the preceding year, but were of a more severe type, giving rise 
to 4 deaths, all by remittent fever, and in the 73rd Regiment. This 
form of fever broke out in the regiment about the 20th September ; 19 
cases and 3 deaths occurred before the end of the month, and 2 cases 
with 1 death in the beginning of October ; all the cases came from one 
barrack, situated close to the canal. The disease was attributed to the 
insanitary condition of the canal, in which the water was very low at 
that time, and the municipal authorities had commenced operations to 
deepen it, the mud being thrown up on its banks, and left exposed te 
the high temperature. When remittent fever became thus prevalent 
the troops were removed from the barracks and placed under canvas, 
and the disease ceased. The troops did not return to their barracks 
till the canal was well filled with water, and there was then no recur- 
rence of the disease. The prevalence of the constitutional group of 
general diseases differed very slightly from the preceding year. There 
was an increase, but to no great extent, in the admissions by diseases of 
the nervous and locomotive systems, and by general debility and acci- 
dental injuries, and a decrease in all the other classes, most marked in 
the diseases of the digestive system, and also considerable in those of the 
respiratory and cutaneous systems. There was a marked decrease in the 
deaths by diseases of the digestive system. 

The Asiatic troops employed in the island consisted of Gun Lascars 
and eight companies of the Ceylon Rifle Regiment. Their average 
strength was 848, the admissions into hospital were 532, and the deaths 
were 7. These numbers give the ratio of 627 admissions and 8°25 
deaths per 1,000 of mean strength, both lower than in the preceding 
year and considerably under the average of the last ten years. The 
admissions by both groups of general diseases were much lower than in 
1870, but without any corresponding reduction in the deaths. Eruptive 
Ferers were much more prevalent than in the preceding year. The 
excess was due to the occurrence of six cases of chicken-pox in the 
detachment of the Ceylon Rifles at Kandy. Only three cases of small- 
pox occurred at Colombo during the year, although, as already stated, 
that discase raged as an epidemic among the civil population. There 
was a great reduction in the amount of paroxysmal fevers compared 
with 1870, but they still caused between one-third and one-fourth of 
all the admissions into hospital. There was a very marked decrease in 
cases of rheumatism, and a trifling reduction in syphilis, which has never 
been a source of much inefficiency among the Asiatic troops in this 
island. Of the sixteen admissions grouped under other constitutional 
diseases fifteen were men affected with beri-beri contracted in Labuan. 
None of them dicd, but four were ultimately discharged the service on 
account of it. There was a considerable decrease in the prevalence of 
diseases of the respiratory and cutaneous systems, and a moderate decrease 
in those of the generative system and of the cellular tissue, while there 
was a moderate increase in diseases of the eye and of the divestire system. 


Labuan. 

In the beginning of the year the garrison consisted of two companies 
of the Ceylon Rifle Regiment. On the 9th March one company em- 
barked for Ceylon. In June and July two batches of invalids were 
sent to Ceylon, and in the middle of September the remainder of the 
detachment was withdrawn, being replaced by a native police force, 
The average strength of the garrison during the eight months and a 
half was 92 men, representing a mean annual strength of 66; the ad- 
missions into hospital were 133 ; the deaths in hospital were 11, and of 
invalids on their passage to Ceylon 9, making a total of 20. These 
numbers give the ratio of 2,015 admissions and 303°03 deaths per 1,000 
of mean annual strength, buth in excess of the very high ratius of the 
preceding year. During the same period 383 men were invalided to 
Ceylon on account of disease, being in the ratio of 576 per 1,000 of 
mean annual strength. Eleven of these died on the passage, and are 
included in the deaths ; deducting these, there was a loss by death and 
invaliding during the year of 47 men, being in the annual ratio of 
7121 per 1,000 of mean strength, or upwards of two-thirds of the force. 
The 57 admissions by the febrile group of general diseases were all 
cases of aguc; of the 71 by tho constitutional group, 70 were cases 
of beri-beri, and one of acute rheumatism. All the deaths, both on the 
island and on the passage to Ceylon, were caused by beri-beri. Assist- 
ant-Surgeon White, who was in charge of the detachment, expresses 
very decidedly his opinion, fuunded upon a personal observation and 
study of the cases, that beri-beri was caused in the island by marsh 
miasm, concurring in this view with Dr. Barry, whose paper was pub- 
lished in the last report,

HOLLAND. 


(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
RorrerpamM, Ava. 18. 

Nothing more is heard about the Ministerial crisis, and, as I told you 
in a former letter, nothing will be decided on until the return of his 
Majesty from Vevey. In the meanwhile the Ministers are busy making 
up their Budgets for 1874, including the Minister of the War Depart- 
ment, notwithstanding that he has tendered his resignation. I hear 
that this Minister will ask a very extensive credit to increase the salaries 
of the officers, but I cannot confirm the statement, for I think it more 
probable that he will limit himself to simple administrative measures. 
Political news of any importance is very scant, and will continue thus 
till the Second Chamber re-assembles, unless something extraordinary 
occurs. 

The Commission appointed by the King to settle the monetary sys- 
tem to be introduced in our country has published its second report. 
The members propose to base our system on the golden standard, viz., 
0°60561 grain of gold to the guilder, and they have prepared four Bills 
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to zogulnte the coinage here and in our Colonial Possessions, The firet 
stipulates that the guilder shall be the unit of our coinage g stem, and 
that it shall be divided into one hundred centa. The golden Pieces 
are to be of the value of f.20, f.10, and f.5 ; the silver of £.2, £1 2 
10c., 5c. ; the bronze 24c., 1c., and 4c. The second Bill stipulates that 
the guilder, the two-and-half guilder piece, and the half guilder pi 
after being withdrawn from circulation in Holland, are to beoocas the 
standard money of Java. The third Bill enacts that our mon 
system is to be current in our West Indian Colonies, whilst the fourth 
Bill regulates the change in our Muntbiljetten. There is little doubt 
but that the States-General will approve of these Bills. 

The day before yesterday a grand ceremony was held in the Church 
of St. Lawrence, the occasion being the consecration of Dr. Rinkel from 
Krommenie, and Professor Reinkens from Bonn, as Old Catholic Bisho 
of Harlem and Germany respectively by Monsgr. Heykamp, the 0! 
Catholic Bishop of Deventer. This ceremony created some impresaion, 
the more because a rumour had been spread that the Catholics had 
plotted the murder of Monsgr. Heykamp, which of course proved to be 
wholly unfounded. Several curés from Dutch towns and from Germany 
were present. 

Our Stock Markets remain very quiet. Money is abundant, but 
owing to want of contidence business is very limited. 

Captain Borel, of the Artillery, has been invited by the Government 
to join the second expedition to Atchin, and he will leave ve shortly, 
The principal object of his mission is to charge himself with the direction of 
the new siege guns, which will be introduced for the firat time in Java, 
Military papers bestow great praise upon these guns. Amongst the 
war material which has lately been ahipped to Java are some mitrail- 
leuses of an improved kind. 

PRODUCE MARKETS. 

The market for Colonial Produce is still very dull, but coffee and 
sugar have met with a somewhat better demand. 

CorrEE.—In consequence of the firm position of the leading markets, 
and the high quotations at New York, our market has become firmer. 
Good ord. Java stands at 544c., but holders decline to operate under 
55c.
